Milk Club 
unanimously 
denounces 
sex club 
regulations

T he Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bi- 
sexual/Transgender Democratic 
Club devoted the bulk of its 
Tuesday, March 25 meeting to a dis¬ 
cussion of the recently codified mini¬ 
mum standards put forth by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) to 
regulate the city’s sex dubs. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano facili¬ 
tated the discussion. He was the spon¬ 
sor of proposed legislation to create a 
permitting process for sex establish¬ 
ments; Mayor Willie Brown “pulled 
the plug” on that legislation last fall. 
Ammiano said he was interested in 
holding such a forum to bring the dis¬ 
cussion “out of City Hall” and involve 
new people in the debate. 

Tracey Packer and Mike Pendo of 
the DPH AIDS Office, Wayne 
Blankenship of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and Jonathan 
Klein of Citizens United for Sexual 
Privacy (CUSP) briefly explained the 
position of their agency or organiza¬ 
tion, followed by lively public discus¬ 
sion and questions. 

Soon after the initial speaker con¬ 
cluded, a motion was put forth from 
the floor by Bob Basker of the Milk 
Club and fleshed out by Race Bannon 
of CUSP, asking that the Milk Club 
formally respond to the DPH policies. 
The motion stated, in part, that the 
dub should “strongly urge” the DPH 
to “eliminate ... the ban on private 
spaces and the monitoring of sexual 
activities in San Francisco’s sex estab¬ 
lishments,” and to “involve the gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual communities in 
the process of developing policies 
which recognize the importance of 
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Bay Area activists arrested, 
beaten in NYC ACT UP demo

T wo members of ACT UP/Golden Gate 
and 70 other AIDS activists were ar¬ 
rested during a confrontation with New 
York City Police at a tenth anniversary 
Wall Street protest Monday, March 24. 

Activists Bill Thorne and Ed Zold were 
both arrested on charges including disorder¬ 
ly conduct and resisting arrest at the protest, 
which drew 500 AIDS activists from around 
the country - and an estimated 500 police 
officers as well. 

Thorne was treated and released from a 
New York City hospital for facial and scalp 
lacerations following his arrest. 

The demonstration was held exactly ten 
years after the historic 1987 Wall Street traf¬ 
fic blockade by demonstrators protesting 
pharmaceutical manufacturer Burroughs- 
Wellcome’s price-gouging for AZT, and de¬ 
manding corporate and government action 
to end the AIDS crisis. 

“It’s ten years later and we’ve won many 
victories, but some things haven’t changed,” 
said activist Virg Parks. “Drug company 
profiteering is still killing people. These cor¬ 
porate giants are pricing their new life-sav¬ 
ing drugs, like protease inhibitors, out of the 
reach of thousands of people with AIDS.” 

Activists also complain that funding of 
the federal AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) falls far short of the need to cover 
existing AIDS treatments in many parts of 
the country.

Thorne said that he and Zold were mem¬ 
bers of an affinity group that attempted to 
break through an opening in police barri¬ 
cade lines and commit civil disobedience, 
but were immediately set upon by police. 

“There were five or six officers on me im¬ 


mediately,” he said. Thorne, 33, suffered th< 
laceration as his head was “banging againsl 
the ground and the cops called me a moth- 
erfucking cocksucker, a diseased faggot, and 
a couple of other things” during his arrest. 
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Stop AIDS hosts crystal forum

T he Stop AIDS Project hosted one in a 
series of forums on crystal use in the 
gay community on Thursday, March 
20. The project’s goal, according to fa¬ 
cilitator Matthew Denckla, is to “break the 
silence” around the issue and raise awareness 
of the connection between speed use and 
HIV risk behavior. The event brought to¬ 
gether health experts, users, former users, 
and interested community members. 

Michael Gorman of the University of 
Washington discussed the recent increase in 
methamphetamine use, especially on the 
west coast, and noted that we are in the 
midst of the “third postwar epidemic” of 
speed use. The first was in the 1940s, when 
many soldiers and civilians were introduced 
to the drug during World War II, and the 
second took place in the 1970s. The current 
epidemic is heralded by a significant increase 
in methamphetamine-related emergency 
room admissions and deaths. 

Gorman noted that there are a variety of 
different “user profiles” of populations that 
use the drug, from the “outlaw bikers” who 
add speed to their coffee, to blue-collar 
workers who see crystal as the “poor person’s 
cocaine,” to members of the young, gay, 
dance and party scene. 

Methamphetamine may be used in sever¬ 
al forms: smoked, snorted, or injected. In¬ 
jection using shared needles raises concerns 


about HIV transmission. Gorman noted that 
among speed users in treatment in San Fran¬ 
cisco, 56% have injected the drug. He em¬ 
phasized that little is known about the pop¬ 
ulation of speed users as a whole, and that 
further research is needed. 

How it works - and doesn’t 

Libby Sajo, a nurse practitioner at the 
Haight Ashbury Free Clinic Detox, discussed 
the biology of methamphetamine use. Speed 


works by increasing the action of excitatory 
neurotransmitters, chemical messengers that 
are responsible for communication between 
nerve cells. Speed use can “burn out” these 
neurotransmitters, leading to a post-use 
“crash.” 

Initial effects include increased energy 
and a feeling of enhanced sociability. 

Side effects may include cardiovascular 
abnormalities, seizures, tooth decay, depres-

SF Punchline patron 
isn’t laughing over 
anti-gay routine

nationally known comic’s 


* run at San Francisco’s pre- 
Jfm miere comedy club the 
Punchline March 13-15 included 
such brutal and offensive anti-gay 
and sexually harassing jibes that at 
least one patron has contacted the 
city’s Human Rights Commission 
and lesbian and gay groups for as¬ 
sistance. 

Sam Curlee said that he and 
two friends were singled out on 
Saturday, March 15, when they 
went to see Bobby Slayton per¬ 
form at the popular Battery Street 
comedy venue. 

“He stated that he saw us when 
he came onstage and recognized 
us as homosexuals and decided to 
leave us alone,” Curlee told the 
Bay Area Reporter , “but midway 
through his act he decided he was 
going to start in on us.” 

His jokes were vulgar and 
rude, Curlee said. “But what 
makes this an act of defamation is 
his singling out of myself and my 
companions.” 

Curlee said that Slayton started 
his harangue by calling the 
group’s table “The Homo Table.” 
After directing the audience’s at¬ 
tention to the trio, he asked 
Curlee’s boyfriend if “he was hit¬ 
ting on that sweet little boy next 
to him.” 

Curlee said Slayton could see 
he was embarrassed by the at¬ 
tention and stepped up the at¬ 
tack. 

“I asked my companion if he 
wanted to leave,” Curlee told the 
B.A.R., “and again he came back 
to us and made fun of the way we 
were talking, saying, ‘See how they 
talk. They all act like flight atten¬ 
dants.’ 

“‘Look how mad he is. But see 
how well they dress. Look how 
pretty he is and how nice he 
looks.’” 

Then, after Slayton asked if it 
was “nice to hang out with guys 
and still get a blow job,” he put his 
mouth to the microphone in a 
suggestive way.

Also in Slayton’s routine were 
anti-gay attacks on Richard Sim¬ 
mons and gay servicemembers. 

“He also said things like, 
‘Richard Simmons is a faggot. 
Even gay people hate him because 
he’s a faggot,’ and, ‘Gay people 
don’t belong in the military be¬ 
cause no one wants to bend over 
next to them in the trenches,”’ 
Curlee recalled. “And then he 
looked at me and said, ‘Back me 
up on that, pal - no, wait, don’t do 
that.’” 

Curlee said that as he grew 
more distressed, Slayton took the 
opportunity to make further fun 
of him and his friends. 

“One of the most out-of-place 
things he said was, ‘If you want 
your money back, I can get it for 
you, and then you can go around 
the corner and get a fist-fucking,”’ 
Curlee said. 

During his comic routine Slay¬ 
ton also acknowledged that he 
was “too afraid to attack lesbians 
like he did gay men,” Curlee said. 
“He said, ‘I don’t make fun of 
dykes because they’ll beat you up 
- but gay men are powerless.’” 

Curlee said that after his table 
quickly tired of the anti-gay at¬ 
tacks and got up to leave, Slayton 
directed the audience’s attention 
to their departure. 


“He said, ‘Are you guys leav¬ 
ing? Well, fine. But hey, honey, you 
are a sweet piece of ass, come back 
after the performance, and I’ll hit 
you up.’” The remark was directed 
to Curlee’s woman friend. 

Curlee said that he and his 
boyfriend felt so emotionally bat¬ 
tered and devastated by Slayton’s 
caustic and abusive routine that 
they couldn’t make love that 
night, but could only try to com¬ 
fort each other in the aftermath of 
the attack. 

“We couldn’t have sex, we just 
held each other,” Curlee said. He 
also said that after the incident 
Slayton’s routine made him feel 
“shame and self-hatred.” 

Anti-violence experts say 
Curlee’s reaction is typical of 
someone who has been the recip¬ 
ient of hate speech-violence and 
verbal abuse. 

Curlee, a 20-year-old journal¬ 
ism student, has been out since he 
was 15, and was active in high 
school lesbian and gay rights and 
visibility issues in his peninsula 
hometown of San Carlos. 

He said Slayton’s remarks were 
over the line and that the San 
Francisco gay community de¬ 
serves an apology from the 
Punchline from the incident - 
and that Slayton should not be in¬ 
vited to perform at the club again. 

In addition to filing a complaint 
with the HRC, Curlee has contact¬ 
ed Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence, and Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation. 

GLAAD/SF contacted Slayton 
about the incident, according to 
spokesman Don Romesburg, but 
he refused to apologize for the 
routine. 

Slayton did “feel sorry” that 
Curlee felt so awful and attacked 
in the incident, Romesburg said. 

Although he said the anti¬ 
defamation group “was encour¬ 
aged” by the willingness of Slay¬ 
ton and Punchline general man¬ 
ager David Mayeri to discuss the 
incident, the group is “disap¬ 
pointed that neither have publicly 
apologized for this clearly offen¬ 
sive act.” ▼

T wo right-wing groups of 
Orthodox rabbis have called 
for a boycott of the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Museum 
and for Congress to withhold $25 
to $30 million in federal funds 
until the museum stops elevating 
the status of gay Jewish people. In 
response to the congressional tes¬ 
timony, the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors unanimously 
passed a resolution Monday, 
March 24 supporting continued 
federal funding of the museum 
and its continued inclusion of the 
homosexual experience. 

Mayor Willie Brown is expect¬ 
ed to sign the resolution, which 
was introduced by Supervisor 
Susan Leal. 

Mark Leno, an openly gay 
businessman who helped raise 
$200,000 in the city’s gay commu¬ 
nity for the museum, said he’s 
saddened by the Orthodox rabbis’ 
statements, but emphasized that 
their view is not shared by the 
majority of Jews. 

“I think these rabbis are very 
far right-wing extremists. They 
represent a very small number of 
Jewish synagogues,” Leno told the 
B.A.R. “I think they are sadly lim¬ 
ited by their prejudices in life.” 

Leal’s resolution states that the 
Orthodox rabbis made comments 
before a House Appropriations 
Subcommittee earlier this month 
that homosexuals do not belong 
in the Holocaust Museum. The 
museum, which is part of the 
Smithsonian Institution, is on the 
Mall in Washington, DC. 

There is no special section sin¬ 
gling out homosexual victims of 
the Nazis, museum officials said. 
But one of the examples of their 
inclusion is a wall full of small 
photographs of the Holocaust 
victims, the overwhelming major¬ 
ity of which are Jews. Some of the 
photographs are of men who were 
gay and persecuted for that rea : 
son. 

According to an article in the 
Jewish Bulletin, between 10,000 
and 15,000 homosexuals were 
killed by the Nazis. 


director of the Jewish Communi¬ 
ty Relations Council in San Fran¬ 
cisco, also told the B.A.R. that the 
two fringe groups do not repre¬ 
sent the opinions of the vast ma¬ 
jority of Jews. 

“They’re a fringe of a fringe,” 
Kahn said. “I’m not aware of any¬ 
one who would observe it [a boy¬ 
cott], It’s extremely unfortunate 
that such a call was made, but it 
will not influence more than a tiny 
fraction of the viewing public.” 

Kahn and museum officials 
said that most of the 2 million 
people visiting the museum each 
year are non-Jews. Museum staff 
put the figure at about 80 percent. 

Leno said he’s very supportive 
of the Holocaust Museum and its 
role in preserving history about 
others who suffered during the 
Holocaust. He also said the muse¬ 


um took “a bold step” when it de¬ 
cided to include gays who were 
persecuted. 

“My understanding is the Tol¬ 
erance Museum in Los Angeles 
was not interested in the million 
dollars we proposed to con¬ 
tribute,” Leno said. 

I^ast year, a national committee 
of gay and lesbian leaders raised 
$1.5 million from the queer com¬ 
munity for the museum. One mil¬ 
lion dollars went to the Holocaust 
Museum’s general fund, and 
$500,000 went to establish the 
first-ever gay and lesbian endow¬ 
ment fund that helps augment the 
ongoing curatorship of gay and 
lesbian materials, Leno said. 

“The reaction to these rabbis 
has been tempered,” Leno said. 
“They have been denounced by 
other Orthodox rabbis.” ▼

Rabbi Yehuda Levin, a repre¬ 
sentative of both right-wing Or¬ 
thodox rabbi groups, said com¬ 
paring that figure with the six mil¬ 
lion Jews, gypsies, and others tar¬ 
geted for elimination “is an out¬ 
rage.” 

The Jewish Bulletin quoted 
Levin telling the congressional 
sub-committee that it is “a per¬ 
version” to include material about 
gay victims of the Holocaust. “Do 
we have a prostitutes’ exhibit?” he 
asked at the hearing. 

Abundant evidence 

Leal said one of the reasons she 
introduced the resolution is be¬ 
cause of the profound experience 
of visiting the museum. “I’ve gone 
to the Holocaust Museum,” she 
said, “and it’s important to me to 
see how gays were persecuted.” 

The resolution points out 
there is “abundant and clear evi¬ 
dence that the Nazis systematical¬ 
ly persecuted homosexuals, in¬ 
cluding incarcerating men and 
women in concentration camps, 
forcing homosexuals to wear pink 
triangles for identification, [and] 
conducting heinous medical ex¬ 


perimentation, torture, and mur¬ 
der.” 

Nationally, the Jewish commu¬ 
nity considers the two Orthodox 
rabbi groups, the Union of Or¬ 
thodox Rabbis of the United 
States and Canada, and the Rab¬ 
binical Alliance of America, to be 
fringe groups among mainstream 
Orthodox rabbis.

Legal Question? 
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Basher arrested aboard 
Muni Mission line

30-year-old man was ar¬ 
rested March 9 aboard the 
14 Mission Muni line on 
charges of felony assault on a 
public transit rider, plus an anti¬ 
gay hate crime enhancement, and 
remains in the Hall of Justice on 
$15,000 bail pending a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing this week. 

Leo Stahmer was arrested 
aboard the 14 Mission after an al¬ 
tercation with two gay men at 
1:58 a.m. According to a police 
report filed about the anti-gay at¬ 
tack, the incident took place 
shortly after Stahmer boarded the 
bus at 26th and Mission Street. 

Stahmer sat next to the men 
and allegedly began verbally bat¬ 
tering them with anti-gay hate 
speech, including such com¬ 


ments as, “Look at the two little 
faggots: Faggots is what you are,” 
and other remarks. 

As the men tried to get off the 
bus, the defendant allegedly fol¬ 
lowed them, said, “What’s up? 
You want some of me, you little 
faggots?” and punched one of 
them in the face. 

Police were at the corner of 
30th and Mission on another 
matter, and the bus driver waited 
as the injured passenger left the 
bus and flagged the officers. 

Stahmer was charged with re¬ 
sisting arrest and false identifica¬ 
tion, in addition to the hate 
crime charge. 

“That’s automatic felony by 
the legislative intent. We have no 
discretion in charging,” said Dis¬ 
trict Attorney spokesman John 
Shanley. “It’s not a wobbler.” 

Municipal Railway spokes¬ 


woman Sharyn Saslafsy told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Muni re¬ 
mained committed to making 
the transit system safe for pas¬ 
sengers. 

“We have zero-tolerance for 
hate crimes or any kind of vio¬ 
lence on Muni,” Saslafsy said. 

According to Saslafsy, termi¬ 
nation proceedings are now 
pending against Municipal Rail¬ 
way driver Wardy Joubert, who 
was recently convicted of felony 
gay bashing and hate crimes. 

In that attack last July, Joubert 
was off duty but in uniform 
when he attacked passenger Sin- 
isa Vukic, after Vuldc and a friend 
briefly kissed each other goodbye 
on the 4 Sutter line. Last month 
a Superior Court judge indicated 
that he would grant probation in 
exchange for Joubert’s guilty 
plea. T

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Ammiano to sue 
over racist ‘quote’ 

As Willie Brown leaps to his defense

S ay San Francisco Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano says he will 
sue a local newspaper for 
printing hearsay that libeled him, 
by claiming he referred to 
African-Americans with a racist 
epithet. 

In the March 7 issue of the 
San Francisco Bay View newspa¬ 
per, owned by Mary and Willie 
Ratcliff, columnist Marie Harri¬ 
son wrote that she “had it on good 
authority that Tom Ammiano was 
overheard saying that he opposed 
the placing of a mall in the 
Bayview neighborhood, because 

those ‘n- will only steal 

everything.’” 

Ammiano declined to talk to 
the Bay Area Reporter on the ad¬ 
vice of his attorney, but released a 
letter demanding a retraction 
from the newspaper over the item. 

“It goes without saying that I 
would never under any circum¬ 
stances use such language or hold 


such a stupid, bigoted opinion 
concerning the residents of the 
Bayview-Hunters Point neighbor¬ 
hood,” Ammiano wrote. 

Mayor Willie Brown also blast¬ 
ed Harrison in a letter he made 
public to the press. 

“No one who knows Tom 
would for one second believe 
what you attributed him saying,” 
Brown wrote. “In the media busi¬ 
ness, being misquoted happens. 
But this goes beyond misquoting. 

“Tom Ammiano has been a 
friend, ally and partner to the 
African-American community 
and Bayview-Hunters Point resi¬ 
dents.” 

Harrison made the statement 
in a column in which she devoted 
ten paragraphs to Ammiano’s po¬ 
sition about the proposed 49ers 
stadium, and said the supervisor 
had faxed her 28 questions he was 
asking about the stadium. 

The paper and its publishers 
are strongly pro-stadium. Ammi¬ 
ano has not taken a position yet. 

“He asks questions and awaits

answers,” said legislative aide Mike 
Housh. 

In an italicized statement 
about the issue in the March 21 
issue of the bi-weekly paper, the 
Bay View said it published the 
item because it believed it to be 
true, a statement publisher Mary 
Ratcliff reiterated to the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“Yes, we do stand by it,” Ratcliff 
said, adding that she was not in¬ 
timidated by the threat of a libel 
lawsuit. “He made an unfortunate 
choice of words that people com¬ 
monly make without any intent to 
be offensive.” 

Libel action against the news¬ 
paper is proceeding, according to 
attorney Paul Melbostadt. 

“The bottom line is that if they 
don’t retract, we will sue,” Mel¬ 
bostadt said. 

Melbostadt sent a copy of the 
retraction demand to Grand 
Printing House, a printing firm 
owned by the Fang family, which 
publishes the 15,000-circulation 
San Francisco Bay View. ▼ 
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New speakers bureau 
features young queers

t ueer youth in San Francisco 
now have a new way to at¬ 
tack homophobia and 
to their peers about what 
it’s like to be gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
or transgender. 

Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV) and Lavender 
Youth Recreation & Information 
Center (LYRIC) are joining forces 
to provide a speakers bureau for 
queer and questioning youth aged 
23 and younger. 

Rachel Bernstein, outreach co¬ 
ordinator at LYRIC, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the new speak¬ 
ers bureaus are an idea CUAV and 
LYRIC have wanted to coordinate 
for a long time. 

“We have a lot of young people 
who want to tell their stories,” 
Bernstein said. “A lot of times, 
young people are spoken for by 
someone else. But now, these 
young people feel like they have 
something to say.” 

CUAV has had its own speak¬ 
ers bureau, consisting mostly of 
adults, since 1978. But last fall’s 
testimony from young people to 
the city’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion showed a greater need for 
peer education, said Marcus de 
Maria Arana, CUAV’s speakers 
bureau coordinator. 

The existing speakers bureau 
reaches about 6,000 students a 
year through visits to 250 class¬ 
rooms in San Francisco. 

Through the new program, 
young queer people will speak in 
pairs to middle school, high 
school and college classrooms 
throughout the Bay Area in order 
to stop homophobia and increase 


awareness of the issues young 
queer people face every day. 

Bernstein said the speakers bu¬ 
reaus were also an opportunity to 
break the isolation many young 
people feel when they begin 
thinking about their own identi¬ 
fy^ 

“The speakers bureau will af¬ 
firm to young people that they are 
not alone, by reaching into class¬ 
rooms and youth organizations 
where sexuality and gender are 
often taboo subjects, where any¬ 
thing different from the norm is 
not allowed,” she said. 

Prevent violence 
before it starts 

De Maria Arana said the youth 
speakers will teach diversity and 
respect to students who may not 
otherwise know a gay or lesbian 
person. The speakers bureaus 
mostly target students aged 12-18, 
because most gay-bashers are age 
22 or younger. 

“The speakers bureau prevents 
violence before it occurs, by de¬ 
mystifying homosexuality and bi¬ 
sexuality,” he said. “By putting a 
face on the LGBT communities, it 
makes young people less likely to 
gay bash.” . 

Bernstein said the speakers bu¬ 
reaus present a controlled envi¬ 
ronment where young people can 
ask questions and get to know the 
speakers without feeling threat¬ 
ened. She said audiences are usu¬ 
ally very friendly and interested in 
what the speakers have to say. 

“As soon as the speaker enters 
the room, they aren’t hostile, they 
aren’t mean, they just realize that 
it’s another cool person, and they 
want to get to know that person,” 
she said. 


The first training session be¬ 
gins April 1 for young people in¬ 
terested in participating in speak¬ 
ers bureaus. The 15-hour training 
includes sessions on public speak¬ 
ing, HIV/AIDS information, and 
some role-playing exercises on 
dealing with difficult situations. 
The training also instructs speak¬ 
ers on how to address certain sex¬ 
ually related topics without saying 
inappropriate things in the class¬ 
rooms. 

Bernstein said anyone aged 23 
or younger jwho identifies as gay, 
lesbian, bisexual or transgender, 
and is willing to go through train¬ 
ing, is eligible to participate as a 
speaker. 

Only a few spots are left for the 
April 1 speaker training. Bernstein 
said the next training is planned 
for the fall, and additional train¬ 
ing might be added if demand 
warrants it. 

LYRIC and CUAV are current¬ 
ly performing outreach to con¬ 
nect with schools and other orga¬ 
nizations that may be interested 
in hosting a speakers bureau. But 
Bernstein said the need for a 
youth speakers bureau has been in 
place for some time. 

“This is requested of LYRIC all 
the time,” she said. “Now we can 
start returning phone calls and 
say, ‘We’ve got some speakers for 
you.’” T

Petaluma school 
system focuses on 
anti-gay harassment 

P ETALUMA, Calif., March 26 (UPI) - School officials in 
Petaluma, Sonoma County, are working on regulations and 
training to halt harassment of gay, lesbian, and bisexual stu¬ 
dents. 

While the district’s policy is not as elaborate as San Francisco’s, 
which offers support services specifically for gay students. Deputy 
Superintendent Kim Jamieson said Wednesday, March 26 that the 
district hopes the program will halt harassment of sexual minori¬ 
ties. 

Jamieson says discussions about a district-wide policy began in 
January 1995, when 15-year-old Robin Reed, a gay Petaluma High 
School sophomore, leaped to his death from the Golden Gate 
Bridge after years of torment by his peers. 

Jamieson says a Wisconsin case in which a school district paid 
$900,000 last year to settle a federal lawsuit over harassment of a 
gay student also created concerns. 

Jamieson says, “We’ve had people address the school board on 
the issue of harassment and the negative impact that it has had on 
their lives in terms of self-image and health.” 

The Petaluma board’s policy, similar to those in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, prohibits any harassment that appears to be mo* 
tivafed by prejudice, based on race, religion, ethnicity, national ori¬ 
gin, disability, gender, or sexual orientation. 

The proposed regulation goes one step further - requiring staff 
training and student education on harassment of sexual minori¬ 
ties. ■ 

Petaluma officials say there have been several incidents on cam¬ 
pus, including students’ use of a slur against homosexuals in a cheer 
during a basketball game. 

Gail Kaufman, a spokeswoman for the San Francisco School 
District, says, “School districts try to treat all students equally, but 
we live in a homophobic society, and that is reflected in our 
schools.” ▼

J|| s we were heading to press this week, 
V;* we learned Jerry Falwell can think of 
J^fi no better way to spread the loving 
message of Jesus Christ than to organize a 
campaign denouncing Ellen DeGeneris and 
her sit-com title character’s imminent com¬ 
ing out. Guess we failed to notice last week 
that all the other problems Christianity 
could address - poverty, crime, loneliness, 
etc. - have been eradicated. Otherwise, we 
can’t imagine why a nationally-known per¬ 
son of the cloth would be wasting his time. 

Ellen’s coming out has been so protract¬ 
ed by now that a lot of the gay community 
is bored to tears by the whole thing; one wag 
has suggested that it has been preceded by 
so much hype that instead of a closet, she 
should come out of Al Capone's vault, with 
Geraldo Rivera providing the commentary! 

Still, it is important to remember how 
many people take at least that long to come 
out. Even Elton John did the in-again-out- 
again dance, marrying long after everyone 
from the Queen on down knew he was, well, 
a queen on downs. Perhaps, then, it’s good 
for all America to see how tortuous the 
whole procedure is, even for Ellen; it refutes 
the idea that people unthinkingly declare 
their homosexuality for the fun of it. (Fal¬ 
well, remember, blamed garden-variety- 
Ms.-magazine feminism for prompting oth¬ 
erwise ordinary women to randomly declare 
themselves lesbians, take up witchcraft, and 
- as we recall - even murder babies.) 

Now everyone who has read any media 
over the last few months must be aware of 
how difficult it really is for Ellen or anyone 
else to honestly acknowledge one’s sexuali¬ 
ty (more on the subject appears below, in 
the words of a grandfather who - like many 
others - still wrestles with years of conflict 
and the aftermath of choices that, although 
the best he could do, were still pretty much 
wrong). That awful and protracted process 
is, in fact, one reason we believe ex-gay min¬ 
istries are doomed to fail: generally speak¬ 


ing, those of us who have gone through the 
soul-searching and danger (real and imag¬ 
ined; social and physical) of coming out 
know how we really feel about members of 
the opposite sex and our own, so it’s highly 
unlikely anything is going to make 
us wake up one morning and 
“turn” into something different.. 

No amount of sanctimonious • 
Bible-beating, shrieking, cajol¬ 
ing, or anything else can actually 
create the change that ex-gay min¬ 
istries seek: not permanently, at least. 

The best that those ministers, and 
Falwell, can hope to bring 
about is harmony among all 
peoples. And on that score, 
they’re failing pretty miserably. 

As long as we’re talking about issues that 
haVe been dragging on in the press for ages, 
we might as well touch upon the use of the 


Lincoln Bedroom as a repository for Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s donors. The practice is, we’re 
sure, older than most of the antiques in the 
room in question; what concerns us much 
more is, as Steve Michael of ACT UP/DC 
points out, Clinton evaded the city’s hotel 
tax. If as much money changed hands 
for the privilege of sleeping at the 
White FJouse as has been said, we 
imagine the tax bill now due is in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Any¬ 
one who has seen the misery of most 
Washington residents must agree, the 
j city needs the money. 

Isn’t that always the way? 
Millions for lodging rich peo¬ 
ple; pennies to house the poor. 
And still Jerry Falwell has 
nothing more important to do than write 
letters about Ellen.

Is your ex-wife as 
pissed off as mine?

E very day throughout the United 
States, wives and girlfriends are con¬ 
fronted by the revelation that the men 
to whom they are committed are gay, and 
that expectations for a blissful marriage 
have been shattered. Of course, similar phe¬ 
nomena exist when roles are reversed and 
wives come out to their husbands. The ef¬ 
fect can be equally devastating, producing 
feelings of betrayal, inadequacy, and ex¬ 
treme anger. 

I hope the following clarifies the phe¬ 
nomenon of duplicity which plagues many 
marriages. On a personal note, I hope it 
helps my ex-wife understand my reluctance 
to admit to blame or calculated deceit. 

Not until I had logged 23 years of mar¬ 
riage and parented three admirable children 
with my wife had I decided that the duplic¬ 
ity I was perpetuating must end. During my 
marriage and years prior, I felt compelled to 
remain closeted. There was no easily recog¬ 
nizable “gay pride” movement in the ’50s to 
facilitate coming out. Homosexuality was 
treated as a mental disease that therapists 
struggled to “cure.” The closet served me, 
and millions of other men and women, as a 
refuge from condemnation, rejection, and 
harassment. 

Although, subconsciously, I may have 
felt that marriage would camouflage my 
true feelings, it was not a conscious calcu¬ 
lated act. To my limited knowledge, hetero¬ 
sexual marriage in the 1940s and 1950s of¬ 
fered the most - probably only - palatable 
“lifestyle.” I do not believe I was deceitful. 
But duplicitous ... yes. I was living two lives, 
one of fantasy and one of practicality. So¬ 
cial pressures, societal and internalized ho¬ 
mophobia stood in the way of disclosure, 


sell-realization, and self-respect. 

For more than 20 years, our marriage ap¬ 
peared successful. In terms of overt behav¬ 
ior, I was faithful to my wife, even though 
fantasy and desire were focused elsewhere. 
Even though I had known prior to puberty 
that I was drawn more emotionally and sex¬ 
ually to males than to females, I assumed I 
would be an exemplary husband and father. 
Ostensibly I was; certainly, my wife was an 
outstanding spouse and mother. 

Finally, during my mid-forties, approxi¬ 
mately 25 years ago, I discovered an un¬ 
derground community and a few clan¬ 
destine publications that focused on 
acceptance of homosexuality as a 
natural phenomenon, not as a dis¬ 
ease, sin, perversion, or personali¬ 
ty disorder. The movement stressed 
that through public enlighten¬ 
ment, homosexuality will no 
longer be seen as a threat 
to society. In fact, unbur¬ 
dened by prejudice, ho¬ 
mosexuality can offer a 
basis for constructive relationships for those 
people so inclined, and has the potential to 
be of benefit to everyone. 

By coming out, I became a more com¬ 
plete person, enabling me to shed the curse 
of duplicity. 

I always had acknowledged without 
reservation the burden my sexual orienta¬ 
tion has placed on my family. With that in 
mind, I did not contest in any way the di¬ 
vorce settlement that gave my ex-wife the 
major portion of our equity and income. I 
was determined to facilitate as best I could 
her adjustment and the adjustment of our 
only minor child, our 13-year-old daughter, 
to the new life. 

Unfortunately, during the ensuing 20 
years, her anger festered to the point that 


she, in essence, expects me to admit un¬ 
equivocally to guilt and deceit. Apparently, 
she is convinced such a declaration would 
bring relief and satisfaction to herself and 
serve as a catharsis for me. 

I have known women who harbor anger 
equal to my wife’s, but I also know other 
women who maintain amicable relation¬ 
ships with their ex-husbands. Many of those 
wives acknowledge the positive aspects of 
their marriages: children, shared affection, 
cooperative efforts to confront a multitude 
of life’s challenges, etc. They realize that so¬ 
cietal pressures can be overwhelming, caus¬ 
ing young people often unconsciously to 
pursue relationships and other escape valves 
that are not realistic. Such a real¬ 
ization has allowed many ex- 
wives to accept their ex-hus¬ 
bands and to live their lives 
without the burden of uncon¬ 
trolled anger. 

As a final response to 
my ex-wife’s anger and 
her hoped-for declara¬ 
tion of guilt and deceit, I must repeat: guilt 
I have shed. Love and affection were in¬ 
volved in our relationship, not a calculated 
deceit. Unfortunately, social pressure, igno¬ 
rance, and misinformation also were in¬ 
volved. My fervent hope is that she can cur¬ 
tail her anger, thus creating a more harmo¬ 
nious atmosphere for herself and our chil¬ 
dren. 

As adult homosexuals in all walks of life 
emerge from closets, young people will re¬ 
alize that constructive alternatives to con¬ 
ventional heterosexual marriage do exist. 
Doors will open further in all aspects of life, 
personal and social, allowing gays and les¬ 
bians to live openly without being scorned. 
Hopefully, there no longer will be a need for 
duplicity in relationships. T 
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Collecting queer history 

We would like to clarify some points made by 
Samuel Menkes’s letter in the March 13,1997 B.A.R. 
concerning the Leather Archives and Museum. The 
San Francisco Public Library does not have “one of 
the country’s most comprehensive lesbian and gay 
archives.” Mr. Menkes is confusing the library’s Gay 
and Lesbian Center with the Gay and Lesbian Histor¬ 
ical Society of Northern California (GLHS). GLHS 
was founded in 1985 by members of the queer com¬ 
munity in San Francisco precisely because the library 
and other institutions in the area were not collecting 
our communities’ histories. Although the library has 
since begun a GLBT collection of its own, we, not the 
library, have perhaps the most comprehensive such 
collection in the country. 

We collaborate with the library on many projects, 
and have signed an agreement with them to place 
some of our collections on permanent loan to the Gay 
and Lesbian Center. This agreement allows for high¬ 
er visibility and greater researcher access than we can 
provide as a largely volunteer-run community-based 
organization, because the library is open five days a 
week. We still retain ownership of the collections and 
may withdraw them if we are not satisfied with the li¬ 
brary’s custodianship. This arrangement helps pro¬ 
tect our communities’ history from the possibility 
that a future city administration might not believe it 
is expedient to make the records of GLBT history and 
culture available to anyone. 

We are also in contact with the Leather 
Archives and Museum and would like to 
work with them in anyway possible. Ulti¬ 
mately, it is the donors who must choose 
the most appropriate archive for their 
historically significant materials. It is very 
important the Leather Archives and 
Museum, the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary, the Gay and Lesbian Historical 
Society, and the other GLBT archives 
around the country all continue to col¬ 
lect historical materials. In the end we will all benefit 
by a vigorous and diverse collecting of queer history. 

The GLHS has thousands of periodicals, personal 
papers, organizational records, photographs, and 
other historical artifacts that will never be deposited 
at the library’s Gay and Lesbian Center. If you would 
like to view our collections, or find out more about 
how you can help support the work of this commu¬ 
nity resource, call us at (415) 777-5455, or come visit 
at 973 Market St. Suite 400, on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons between 2 and 5.

Sweet bitter review 

As an avid reader of both books and reviews, and 
having received Rita Schiano’s Sweet Bitter Love at 
Christmas, I was particularly interested in your recent

Sweet Bitter Love is a tragedy in the classic sense. It 
is the tale of the intellectual blindness that accompa¬ 
nies emotional addiction, of a giver in love with a 
taker. Of course the protagonist repeats her behavior 
over and over and over. That is the nature of an ad¬ 
diction. And of course she doesn’t see the futility of 
her actions. She is blind to the redundancy of her de¬ 
cisions as well as to the obvious alcoholism of her 
lover. Ms. Schiano’s story is so universal that the 
names could easily be changed from Jenny and Susan 
to Jim and Walter or Mary and Bill. It is a story of 
human nature, not just or even necessarily a lesbian 
crotch novel. People do not usually grow from one 
experience but in plateaus. We tend to make the same 
mistake for a while, then grow beyond that condition 
to a new level of understanding. Sweet Bitter Love is 
the story of such a journey. 

I can’t help but wonder if politics doesn’t enter 
into such a vituperative condemnation of this start by 
a beginning writer. How did this story hit such a 
nerve that it caused this reaction? Is the need to be in 
control so great in our San Francisco community that 
we can’t even read about people who are having trou¬ 
ble coping with life and relationships?

Saquinavirulent 

I was deeply concerned at the multi-page ad in 
your [March 6] issue describing the protease inhibitor 
Saquinavir (Invirase) by Hoffman LaRoche. 
Saquinavir in its current formulation is a 
complete failure: 

• It is only 4% absorbed; 

• Low blood levels promote multidrug 
resistance and treatment failure-, 

• Clinical studies at Stanford have con¬ 
cluded the dose of three capsules three 
times per day should not be used with¬ 
out another concurrent protease in¬ 
hibitor. 

The ad did not reflect accurate data 
on Saquinavir. Running the ad disseminates mislead¬ 
ing and possibly harmful information to our com¬ 
munity and should not be done. 

The two best protease inhibitors are Crixivan by 
Merck (Stadtlanders) and Viracept by Agouron. 
When Hoffman La Roche comes out with the new 
20% absorbed Saquinavir, ads will then be appropri¬ 
ate.

Bigotry is two-way street 

I am writing to applaud the decision of the HRC 
to issue a Director’s Finding against The Cafe, as re¬ 
ported in the March 6 issue of the Bay Area Reporter. 
As a longtime patron of The Cafe, I am shocked and 
upset that the bar tried to enforce an opposite-sex “no 
touch” policy. Manager Morgan Gorrono’s refusal to 
apologize to the couple in question just adds insult to 
injury. How can any member of the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual or transgender community attempt to justify 
any policy that, at its very foundation, is wholly dis¬ 
criminatory? Gorrono’s tepid defense of this anti-het¬ 
erosexual rule is simply pathetic. 

As a gay male, I am proud that I have a diverse 
group of friends who did not become part of my life 
after first going through a screening process. Because 
of this, my friends, male and female, come from dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country, practice different reli¬ 
gions, and represent a variety of ethnic and social 
groups. Many of them also happen to be heterosexu¬ 
al. Contrary to Gorrono’s asinine supposition that 
straight people come to The Cafe “looking for a three- 
way” after rolling off the F-line, my straight friends 
go with me because we are friends and we like to 
spend time together. I can also say, with a great deal of 
confidence, that most of the couples trolling The Cafe 
looking for a three-way are not heterosexual. Besides, 
if there is mutual consent, who cares who is looking 
for what? 

If I am with a straight couple at The Cafe and they 
want to kiss, so be it. If a staff member attempted to 
stop or eject them, I would do the same thing that 
Damon Jacobs did. I would support my friends. I have 
seen numerous displays of rude, inappropriate and 
crass behavior at The Cafe, none of which I condone. 
However, in virtually all instances, the person demon¬ 
strating a lack of decorum was a gay male. Let us not 
be so aloof that we abhor bad behavior from one 
group while allowing it from another. 

There is no place in our society for the type of pol¬ 
icy that The Cafe is attempting to enforce. Bigotry is 
a two-way street. The root of bigotry is mistrust and 
ignorance. By attempting to ban physical affection on 
the part of one segment of the population, The Cafe 
is simply pandering to a fringe element in the gay 
community that endorses an isolationist mentality. 
Just because we experience discrimination at the 
hands of some heterosexuals does not mean that we 
should encourage a reverse form of the same type of 
discrimination. The Cafe does not seem to have a 
problem with straight people buying drinks there. 
With that in mind, they should be accorded the same 
respect as any other paying patron. 

Until Morgan Gorrono is willing to end this back- 
woods policy and apologize to the friends of Damon 
Jacobs, this is one member of the gay clientele of The 
Cafe who will be taking his business elsewhere.

Scheduling conflict 

This is in response to the “anonymous” letter 
which was entitled “Roland Bynum, this is your life!”

The letter contained three inaccuracies or half- 
truths which need to be specifically addressed: 

1. The Mr. Portland Leather Contest advertise¬ 
ment was put out in November, long before any an¬ 
nouncement of any other event being held on that 
date. Once the announcement of a second event was 
issued, it was no longer sponsored by the Court. It be¬ 
came a drag fundraiser for the Court sponsored by a 
title-holder of NLA Portland. The intent here was to 
confuse the Portland community into believing that 
two leather events were happening on the same day. 
It was apparent at this point that pettiness and divi¬ 
siveness reigned. Sadly, it continues to reign to this 
day, as evidenced by the “anonymous” letter. 

2. At no time has RB/H Productions pretended to 
be a “nonprofit” business under obligation to disclose 
financial transactions. For the record, however, RB/H 
Productions has spent substantially more money to 
promote the city of Portland and to support its title- 
holder, Mr. Portland Leather, than it has ever re¬ 
couped from all events combined. Since we never dis¬ 
cuss finances in public, the source of this attack is 
clear to us. It is interesting to note that the other busi¬ 
ness and organization that received funds from the 
same event have not been called on to disclose their 
ledgers. Nor do we anticipate that those records will 
be voluntarily forthcoming. 

3. As to the reputation of International Mr. 
Leather, Inc., suffice it to say that IML is not on tried. 
By the consensus of many prominent individuals, the 
“anonymous” writer’s stupidity about IML standards 
(and life in general) is obvious. 

RB/H Productions has been a supporter of the en¬ 
tire leather community and will continue to be active 
in the promotion of our heritage. The current petty 
politics being played to the galleries by this Portland 
aberration are embarrassing and regrettable, but not 
out of character. While I am flattered by the control 
and power I apparently have over the “anonymous” 
writer’s time, I am saddened that s/he doesn’t have 
better things to do with his/her life. To the “anony¬ 
mous” writer, I say, “Try knitting. At least it’s produc¬ 
tive.” On behalf of the sane members of the Portland 
community, I apologize to everyone that this “anony¬ 
mous” person is trying to drag into this soap opera.

HJlIJf ^ en 8 a y rights activists, 
W openly gay celebrities, 
W w closeted actors and 
straight celebrity friends of gays 
and lesbians met in Los Angeles 
recently at the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation 
(GLAAD) Media Awards banquet, 
the talk centered on the April 30 
episode of ABC’s Ellen , when the 
title character, Ellen Morgan 
(Ellen DeGeneres), will, at long 
last, come out as a lesbian. The 
event was attended by celebrities 
like Cher (she came to show sup¬ 
port for her “lovely lesbian daugh¬ 
ter” Chastity Bono), Gregory 
Peck, Ed McMahon, Kato 
Kaelin, Tracey Ullman, and a 
host of other Tinseltown luminar¬ 
ies. Appearing at the GLAAD 
soiree, DeGeneres was moved to 
tears by the three-minute ovation 
she received and provoked laugh¬ 
ter by commenting to the overflow 
crowd, “What better way to 
change the show and do some¬ 
thing positive than by having my 
character come out? I immediate¬ 
ly started doing research for the 
character - there are so many peo¬ 
ple to consult!” 

Last week, as ABC television 
executives were still pondering 
how to handle the controversial 
episode, it was announced that the 
lesbian chief executive of a Red¬ 
wood City high-tech firm had do¬ 
nated $225,000 to the Human 
Rights Campaign to be used to 
buy television time for a PSA to 
promote gay rights. The ad, which 
depicts the reaction of co-workers 
to a lesbian who has been fired be¬ 
cause of her sexuality, is designed 
to build support in Congress for 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act (ENDA), which would 
ban such discrimination nation¬ 
wide. Currently, 41 states do not 
have laws that prevent job dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Jessica Stevens, president 
and CEO of Telegen Corp., is the 
woman who gave the FIRC the 
funds for the 30-second ad, but 
her donation and the ad itself 
have created almost as much 
commotion as Ellen’s closet door 
swinging open. ABC immediately 
rejected the ad (as have some of 
its biggest stations), saying that 
they have a policy of not accept¬ 
ing “controversial issue advertis¬ 
ing.” More than 30 ABC stations, 
including those in San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Atlanta, D.C., Den¬ 
ver, Phoenix and Memphis, have 
signed on to air the ad. 

Reaction to ABC’s action by 
gay and lesbian activists has been 
mixed. One respected local ac¬ 
tivist told the B.A.R. that “I’m, of 
course, disappointed at ABC for 
their stand on the ad. However, I 
have to give that network high 
marks for having the courage to 
air the episode itself.” 

Ms. Stevens told reporters this 
week that “I’ve had friends who 
have been fired because they’re 
gay. It’s so basically wrong, it’s 
hard to believe. But most people 
don’t know it can happen.” 
Stevens added that “I told myself 
long ago that when I make it, this 
is not going to be allowed any¬ 
more - that’s what this contribu¬ 
tion is about.” 

Politics and people

Sons of beaches

F rom the Girl Scout cookie 
box (yes, as peddled by one 
of my co-workers’ daugh¬ 
ters): “Girls need to develop skills 
that will enable them to perform 
up to their potential once they 
enter the adult world. Research 
tells us that one of the best ways 
to help them to do that is to pro¬ 
vide them with the opportunity to 
share learning and fun in a sup¬ 
portive all-girl environment dur¬ 
ing their developing years.” And 
maybe to make sure we continue 
to perform up to our potential, 
how about some “supportive all¬ 
girl environments” for our adult 
years, too? 

There was a rumor as fascinat¬ 
ing as it was unfounded floating 
around the Dovre Club on St. 
Patrick’s Day. Women’s Building: 
in need of seismic retrofit. Irish 
community: full of construction 
workers. You can fill in the blanks, 
to the sound of backs being 
scratched. 

The arrival of Amateur Night, 
Ethnic Stereotyping Division 
means spring is right around the 
corner. (New Year’s Eve is Ama¬ 
teur Night for alcohol consump¬ 
tion; St. Paddy’s Day is when the 
amateurs drink without pacing 
and call it Irish culture. Yecch!) 
And darned if we didn’t get some 
pleasant Equinox weather. It was 
time for one of those lunch in the 
park runs. 

Execution: call ahead to 
Young’s Cafe at Sacramento and 
Kearny. Walk up Kearny to pick 
up the barbecued pork fried 
noodles (with bok choy - yum!), 
cross the street to the Quong Fat 
Market to pick up a Green Death 
(Rainier Ale - only American 
macrobrew worth a damn. Hey, 
gotta maintain that reputation 
for a bad attitude, eh?).

Cut 
through the Redwood Park at 
the foot of the Transamerica 
Pyramid.

After looking right, jaywalk 
across Washington and duck up 
Hotaling Alley, which runs behind 
the Belli building and the old 
Black Cat bar. At the corner of 
Jackson is the building that once 
housed Hotaling’s Whiskey, which 
inspired the post-Earthquake and 
Fire (1906, duh) verse that asked 
whether the destruction was real¬ 
ly the result of divine displeasure 
with sybaritic San Francisco if 
Hotaling’s was spared while 
churches burned. Here you’re in 
Jackson Square, amidst some of 
the oldest standing buildings in 
The City. 


Urban oasis 

Two blocks toward the Bay on 
Jackson brings you to Sidney G. 
Walton Park, that urban oasis on 
the fringe of the advertising ghet¬ 
to. I entered the circle of trees 
(poplars?) near the mosaic 
obelisk, hoisted my tush up onto 
the Sidney G. Walton Memorial 
Rock, and had a restful repast. Re¬ 
turn trip: loop past the “Four 
Seasons” fountain (whose 
columns mimic the tree cir¬ 
cle) and the bust of Georgia 
O’Keeffe, then up the stairs 
and across the walkway 
over Jackson Street. Past the 
“Chrysanthemum” 
fountain by the Alcoa 
Building and over an¬ 
other walkway 
into Embar- 
cadero Center. 

Then west and 
down a walk 
way leading to Sansome Street, 
and back to Beth’s Big Room o’ 
Computers. 

Yep, nothing like getting out¬ 
doors. Only the outdoors is get¬ 
ting paved. The floods we had in 
the Central Valley this winter? Not 
only are we losing good farmland 
to “scattershot suburban sprawl” 
(the San Joaquin Valley is now 
growing faster than the LA basin), 
but engineering “fixes” are mak¬ 
ing the damage to housing worse: 
there’s less open ground to soak 
up the winter rains. (And you 
wonder why I go on about over¬ 
population.) 

It’s not just here, either 
(though our Central Valley is at 
the top of the American Farmland 
Trust’s list of endangered primo 
agricultural land). On the east 
side of Seattle, people are paving 
not only the flood plains with new 
housing, but the hillsides as well. 
Cutting forests silts up the 
streams, adding to flooding prob¬ 
lems there. 

Newjerseyization 

On the East Coast, they have a 
word for the engineering process 
that replaces natural beach with 
riprap that prevents beaches from 
restoring themselves: Newjersey¬ 
ization. We pay for it, too: taxes on 
every working and purchasing 
person in the U.S. finances the 
Army Corps of Engineers’ multi- 
million-dollar destruction of the

beaches. We pay again when 
houses foolishly built right on the 
beach (unlike the summer houses 
of the last century) get undone by 
winter storms or hurricanes. Just 
like we do when the suburbs cov¬ 
ering up good farmland get flood¬ 
ed. Jesse Helms, for example, 
voted to increase Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency fund¬ 
ing, calling passage of the increase 
“a sizable victory.” 

Beaches, it seems, are a 
coastline’s natural de¬ 
fense. They roll with 
storms’ punches, giving 
back to the waves the sand 
the dunes have stockpiled. 
As that sand gets carried 
out and deposited on 
the ocean floor, the 
beach flattens 
and waves 
break further 
out, lessening 
erosion. After 
the storms, the tides gradually 
carry the sand back to the beach. 
And so, “protecting” beaches by 
building them up actually destroys 
them - and the idiots who built on 
them then expect the rest of us to 
bail them out. 

Last year’s federal Farmland 
Protection Policy Act provides 
funds to communities to purchase 
development rights to farmland 
(and began phasing out crop sub¬ 
sidies). This enables families to 
keep farming and retrieve equity 
without subdividing. But sprawl¬ 
ing, overpopulating humans can 
get mighty snippy about the 
farmers and ranchers who were 
on the land before them. 

There’s park land in Rockville 
in Solano County that one family 
has been ranching since the 1850s, 
and now some activists want the 
cows removed - for ecology - even 
though the native plants are flour¬ 
ishing. People want to be fed, but 
they don’t want food-producing 
activities. They want to save the 
forests, but want wood to build 
new housing for all the extra peo¬ 
ple they want here without log¬ 
ging. Water wars are kicking up as 
Nevada and Arizona demand their 
Colorado River water quotas back 
from Southern California. 

“Living in balance with the 
earth” demands limiting popula¬ 
tion, including an immigration 
moratorium. Dare to be consis¬ 
tent. ▼

Ecce homologue

everal lines of research, in¬ 
cluding family, twin, and 
molecular-genetic studies, 
suggest that a person’s sexual ori¬ 
entation is in part inherited. But 
if “gay genes” exist, how come 
they haven’t been eliminated dur¬ 
ing human evolution? People who 
are “genetically gay” would be ex¬ 
pected to have fewer descendants, 
so their genes would die out. But 
there’s no evidence that homosex¬ 
uality has become less common 
over the ages. 

A number of theories have 
been put forward to explain this 
apparent paradox. First, it’s been 
pointed out that gays and lesbians 
do often have children, either out 
of pressure to conform, or simply 
out of a desire to be biological 
parents. Still, it seems likely that, 
over the span of human evolu¬ 
tion, a lack of sexual interest in 
the other sex would in general 
have led to fewer children. For 
males especially, reproduction is a 
highly competitive affair in which 
sexual attraction is the prime mo¬ 
tivator. 

Another possibility is that gay 
genes do tend to die out, but they 
are replaced by new, sponta¬ 
neously-arising mutations. This is 
known to be how certain disease- 
causing genes (such as the gene 
for hemophilia B) are kept in the 
gene pool. It is unlikely, however, 
that this could be the explanation 
for the persistence of “gay genes,” 
simply because homosexuality is 
so common. 

A third theory depends on the 
fact that, for most genes, we carry 
two copies, one on each of two 
“homologous” chromosomes. 
Sometimes a particular variant of 
a gene is harmful to a person’s re¬ 
productive success when it is pre¬ 
sent in two copies, but beneficial 
when present in only one copy. A 
well-known example is the gene 
for sickle-cell anemia: having two 
copies causes sickle-cell disease, 
but having one copy confers pro¬ 
tection against malaria. Similarly, 
it is possible that having two 
copies of a “gay gene” makes a 
person gay and lowers their re¬ 
productive success, but having 
one copy has some benefit that 
helps to keep the gene in the gene 
pool. What that benefit might be, 
we don’t know. 


A variant on this theory con¬ 
cerns genes on.the X chromo¬ 
some. (You’ll remember that 
Dean Hamer and his colleagues at 
the National Cancer Institute re¬ 
ported a possible “gay gene” on 
this chromosome.) Men have only 
one X chromosome, but women 
have two. It’s possible that this 
gene has some benefit in women 
that outweighs its re¬ 
productive cost in 
men. For example, if 
the gene promotes sexual at¬ 
traction to men, then in 
women it might actually in 
crease reproductive success, 
making them, as it were, 
hyper-heterosexual. As 
Robert Trivers, an evo¬ 
lutionary biologist at 
the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Santa Cruz, has 
pointed out, the fact that women 
have two X chromosomes and 
men only one means that, over 
time, the survival benefit of a gene 
on this chromosome in women 
outweighs its effect on men. 

Finally, there are theories that 
explain gay genes by saying that 
they promote the reproduction of 
a gay person’s close relatives. Let’s 
say that a woman, by virtue of her 
“gay genes,” has one child fewer 
than she otherwise would have 
had, but she uses her freed-up en¬ 
ergy and resources to help her sib¬ 
lings rear a total of two more chil¬ 
dren than they otherwise would 
have had. Since her siblings share 
about 50% of her genes, those two 
extra nephews or nieces are about 
as “good” (in evolutionary terms) 
as one child of her own. Thus, 
seemingly altruistic behavior to¬ 
wards one’s brothers and sisters 
could, in the hard-nosed world of 
evolutionary psychology, be as 
selfish as reproducing oneself. 

These theories allow for the 
possibility of interactions between 
genes and the environment. For 
example, if a boy had a childhood 
accident that left him smaller or 
weaker than his peers, he might 
have a lesser chance of fathering 
children himself. In this case, it 
might make good evolutionary 
sense for him to devote himself to 
helping his siblings rear children, 
since he has little to lose. 

One problem with this kind of 
theory is that it doesn’t really ex¬ 
plain homosexuality, it only ex¬ 
plains the lack of heterosexuality. 
Why, in other words, should gay 


men spend so much time on gay 
sex - time that, according to these 
theories, would be better spent 
baby-sitting their nephews and 
nieces? 

None of these theories are 
overwhelmingly persuasive. It 
may be that when the genes them¬ 
selves are identified, their survival 
value will be better understood. In 
the meantime, I like to 
think that evolu¬ 
tion has created 
us simply because we’re so 
fabulous. ▼

Reviewers say it’s time to break 
through TV’s no-kiss barrier

ust prior to the March 19 air¬ 
ing of the Greg Louganis bi¬ 
ographical made-for-TV 
movie Breaking the Surface on 
USA Network, a host of reviewers 
lamented the omission of any 
real male same-sex intimacy, an¬ 
nouncing its time had come. 

In the March 19 Boston 
Globe , reviewer Renee 
Graham says, “The 
same old tired rules 
apply when it comes to 
portraying a same-sex 
relationship- you 
won’t see Greg and 
Tom exchange a kiss. 

But the network does¬ 
n’t hesitate to show the violent as¬ 
pects of their relationship. It’s as if 
there’s an unwritten ‘You can kill 
him, but you can’t kiss him’ poli¬ 
cy when it comes to homosexual 
relationships. When is television 
going to finally grow up?” USA 
Today's March 19 review notes 
that networks are as “squeamish 
as any commercial entity about 
same-sex physical contact that 
goes beyond a hug. When Greg 
pulls a knife on one boyfriend and 
is viciously assaulted by another, 
that of course is fair game to ex¬ 
ploit.” The San Francisco Chronicle 
review from the same day echoes 
the same sentiment. “If you’re

thrill in the gay romances of a fa¬ 
mous athlete,” TV critic John Car¬ 
man says, “ Breaking the Surface 
delivers nothing stronger than 
comradely hugs.” As mentioned in 
the February 28 GLAAD Alert, 
GLAAD met with USA Network 
representatives over a month ago, 
who were eager for input about 
Breaking the Surface. The meeting 
yielded assurances from USA 
that in the future, representa¬ 
tions of gay and lesbian 
relationships would be 
more realistic. USA 
representative Ian 
Valentine confirmed 
this, saying, “After our 
meeting, I came away 
feeling that we could 
have been more ad¬ 
venturous [about 
same-sex intimacy], 
and next time, we will be.” He also 
pledged to work with GLAAD in 
the future. 

The widespread critical, recog¬ 
nition of the obvious lack of 
same-sex intimacy in Breaking the 
Surface is both encouraging and 
hopefully part of a broader trend 
towards a more accurate portray¬ 
al of our lives on television. A gay 
male same-sex kiss is something 
yet unseen on network entertain¬ 
ment television. Along with 
GLAAD’s efforts to work within 
the entertainment industry to ed¬ 
ucate media professionals on the 
importance of accurate portray¬ 
als, these television critics make a 
significant contribution by point¬ 
ing out that the Breaking the Sur¬ 
face omission harms the authen¬ 
ticity of the program.

Tired and inspired wires 

Rev. Lou Sheldon of the anti¬ 
gay radical religious group Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition has at¬ 
tacked a number of bills designed 
to protect lesbian and gay youth, 
and while United Press Interna¬ 
tional (UPI) copy did little more 
than rehash Sheldon’s press re¬ 
lease, the Associated Press’s (AP) 
copy actually examines the sub¬ 
stance of Sheldon’s claims. 

On March 17, UPI’s item re¬ 
stated Sheldon’s belief that the 
California Assembly is consider¬ 
ing bills that “might force the hir¬ 
ing of homosexuals by religious 
nonprofit groups and the advoca¬ 
cy of their lifestyle in public 
schools. He [Sheldon] said [As¬ 
sembly Pro Tern Sheila] Kuehl’s 
legislation would allow a teacher, 
student or administrator to sue 
for civil damages if they believe 
they are adversely affected by their 
sexual orientation.” Meanwhile, 
the March 18 AP story on the 
same press conference noted Shel¬ 
don’s claims that the bills, quoting 


Sheldon directly, “promote ho¬ 
mosexuality.” Then the AP re¬ 
porter includes a response from 
Kuehl. “Sheldon was particularly 
critical of Assembly Bill 101, 
which he said would bar teachers 
from publicly criticizing homo¬ 
sexuality or advocating‘sexual re¬ 
orientation’ therapies,” the AP 
item continues. “‘AB101 is a bill 
which basically criminalizes First 
Amendment rights,’ Sheldon 
said.” The AP then gives a counter 
from Kuehl. It notes, “Asked, how¬ 
ever, whether he thought it was 
right to bar teachers from speak¬ 
ing positively about homosexual¬ 
ity, Sheldon believed that was 
proper. ‘You do not want to take 
an 8-, 9-, 10- or 11-year-old child 
and teach them to self-identify 
with homosexuality,’ he said. Shel¬ 
don said he did not see any con¬ 
tradiction with his earlier defense 
of First Amendment rights.” 

While the UPI item created 
bias through a failure to go be¬ 
yond hate-monger Sheldon’s own 
hype, the AP story sought balance 
by following up each absurd state¬ 
ment made by Sheldon with a 
clarification from Kuehl, and fol¬ 
lowing up Sheldon’s own state¬ 
ments with his response to a chal¬ 
lenging question from a reporter. 

Please thank AP for a balanced 
and fair article, and encourage 
UPI to do a little more legwork to 
make items more objective.

Supreme Court hears 
Internet decency case

O n March 19 the Supreme 
Court heard oral argu¬ 
ments in ACLU vs Reno , the 
appeal of the so-called Commu¬ 
nications Decency Act (CDA). 
Both proponents and opponents 
of the measure held demonstra¬ 
tions in the freezing rain outside 
the court building during the 70- 
minute proceedings. 

The CDA, passed by Congress 
in February 1996, would make it 
illegal to transmit by computer 
any “comment, request, sugges¬ 
tion, proposal, image or other 
communication” which might be 
judged “indecent” or “patently of¬ 
fensive.” The legislation - which 
carries a penalty of up to two 
years irt prison - would limit all 
types of sexually explicit commu¬ 
nication on the Internet, poten¬ 
tially including AIDS prevention 
education materials and informa¬ 
tion about gay/ lesbian/ bisexu¬ 
al/transgender sexuality. 

The CDA was challenged by 
two groups of plaintiffs, which in¬ 
cluded librarians, publishers, 
computer companies, individual 
Internet users, and groups includ¬ 
ing the Queer Resources Directo¬ 
ry, the Safer Sex Pages, Critical 
Path AIDS Project, Planned Par¬ 
enthood, Stop Prisoner Rape, and 
the National Writers Union. 

In June 1996, a three-judge ap¬ 
peals court panel in Philadelphia 
unanimously ruled that the CDA 
was an unconstitutional restric¬ 
tion of free speech. Justice Stewart 
Dalzell stated that “just as the 
strength of the Internet is chaos, 
so the strength of our liberty de¬ 
pends upon the chaos and ca¬ 
cophony of the unfettered speech 
the First Amendment protects.” 
The judges ruled that the law may 
not interfere with the right of 
adults to access certain types of 
material, even if those materials 
might not be appropriate for chil¬ 


dren. Unlike “obscenity,” which is 
legally defined, “indecent” and 
“patently offensive” have no legal 
definition and are open to broad 
interpretation; Dalzell stated in 
the ruling that “Congress may not 
regulate indecency on the Internet 
at all.” 

The Department of Justice 
(DoJ) appealed the verdict to the 
Supreme Court in July, arguing 
that the CDA was necessary to 
protect children from the dangers 
of online pornography. 

The Supreme Court typically 
does not hear new evidence in a 
case, but rather rules on decisions 
handed down by lower courts. 
Justice Antonin Scalia noted that 
the CDA case represented a “dis¬ 
tinctive form of First Amendment 
argument unlike others” because 
it covers a new communications 
medium. 

Deputy Solicitor General Seth 
Waxman presented the case for the 
government. In a brief filed prior 
to the oral testimony, the DoJ ar¬ 
gued that the CDA actually en¬ 
hances the First Amendment right 
to receive information, since 
“much of the Internet’s potential 
as an educational and informa¬ 
tional resource will be wasted if 
people are unwilling to avail them¬ 
selves of its benefits because they 
do not want their children harmed 
by exposure to patently offensive 
sexually explicit material.” 

Kids-only level 

Comparing the Internet to 
television, the DoJ brief contin¬ 
ued, “Just as it was constitutional 
for the FCC to channel indecent 
broadcasts to times of the day 
when children most likely would 
not be exposed to them, so Con¬ 
gress could channel indecent 
communications to places on the 
Internet where children are un¬ 
likely to obtain them” - an idea 
that has been referred to as “cy¬ 
berzoning.” Waxman stated that 
in the absence of the CDA, the In¬ 
ternet could “give every child a 
free pass to every adult movie the¬ 


ater or bookstore in the country.” 

Lead plaintiff’s attorney Bruce 
Ennis presented testimony next, 
stating that the CDA would limit 
adults to “reading or viewing only 
what is appropriate for children.” 

Both attorneys were ques¬ 
tioned by the Justices. Justice 
David Souter expressed concern 
about whether parents could be 
imprisoned for allowing their 
children to view indecent materi¬ 
al. Justice Steven Breyer asked 
whether teenagers who discuss 
sexual experiences on the Internet 
could be considered “guilty of a 
federal crime.” Waxman answered 
that this possibility was “a small 
price to pay” to protect children 
from access to explicit material 
such as Penthouse magazine. Jus¬ 
tices William Rehnquist and An¬ 
tonin Scalia appeared most sym¬ 
pathetic to the government’s case, 
with Scalia stating that in any 
context it is lawful for the govern¬ 
ment to require that pornograph¬ 
ic material be kept away from 
children. 

Several justices asked about 
the feasibility of determining the 
age of computer users. Current 
technology does not allow con¬ 
tent providers to verify the age of 
those accessing their materials, al¬ 
though commercial services may 
require a credit card number. 
Scalia wondered whether it was 
“possible that this statute is un¬ 
constitutional now but could be 
[constitutional] in four or five 
years” as new age-verification and 
filtering technology becomes 
available. 

The court has the option of 
voiding the CDA entirely or craft¬ 
ing a narrower ruling. Some legal 
scholars have predicted that the 
Supreme Court will uphold the 
Philadelphia court’s verdict. Har¬ 
vard University law professor 
Laurence Tribe has said he is “very 
optimistic” that “most of the leg¬ 
islation will be held unconstitu¬ 
tional.” 

A decision in the case is ex¬ 
pected in late June or early July. T

Thorne said New York City po¬ 
lice were brutal in their treatment 
of the activists - and that he has a 
black eye and a laceration that 
runs from his forehead to the cen¬ 
ter of his scalp. He also he contin¬ 
ues to suffer “bad headaches” 
from the head injury. 

“Civil disobedience is a right 
guaranteed under the Constitu¬ 
tion. I felt I had a right to be there 


and the police acted completely 
inappropriately. I don’t think peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and their advocates 
should be treated like this,” he 
said. 

Zold was also slugged in the 
face by a police official named 
Hale during the incident. 

“When we demanded badge 
numbers,” Zold told the Bay Area 
Reporter “they said he doesn’t 
have a badge because he’s a chief.” 

Misconduct complaints will be 
filed in connection with the inci¬ 
dent. Y

T he San Francisco AIDS Foundation predicted that California 
would record its 100,000th diagnosed case of AIDS Monday, 
April 24, based on current infection rates and statistics kept by 
the state’s Department of Health Services Office of AIDS. The num¬ 
ber of Californians with the disease has nearly doubled since March 
1993, when the health department reported 55,519 diagnosed cases. 
In addition to an increasing number of people being diagnosed 
' with AIDS, SFAP spokesperson Derek Gordon noted that people 
who have the disease are now living longer. Subsequently, the de¬ 
mand for AIDS services and treatments also has increased. 

Gordon said, “As Californians confront the reality of 100,000 cases 
of AIDS in our state, we must also confront the many new challenges 
associated with caring for people living with HIV and AIDS.” T

M ey, all you canine-lovers 
out there, there’s an event 
coming up that will help 
get yourself and your dog in shape 
while raising money for a unique 
agency.

There are a variety of prizes for 
participants. Those who collect 
$50 or more in donations will re¬

Proposed coffeehouse moratorium to 
be topic at supes' hearing next week

S upervisor Leslie Katz’s pro¬ 
posed legislation regarding a 
moratorium on coffeehous¬ 
es and juice bars in the Castro Dis¬ 
trict and Upper Market neighbor¬ 
hoods will be the topic of a public 
hearing next Thursday, April 3 at 
City Hall. The board’s Housing 
and Neighborhood Services Com¬ 
mittee is holding the hearing. 

In response to community 
concerns about the influx of fast 
food and self-service restaurants, 


Katz ordered the city attorney’s 
office to draft legislation to ad¬ 
dress the issue late last year. 

In its current form, the propos¬ 
al calls for a moratorium that will 
prevent coffeehouses and juice bars 
from moving into the neighbor¬ 
hoods during the next 18 months. 

“It is important that the Cas¬ 
tro has a mix of businesses,” Katz 
said. “A moratorium on coffee¬ 
houses and juice bars will help en¬ 
sure that the Castro does not con¬ 
tinue being inundated with these 
types of businesses, which often 
replace non-food-related busi¬ 


nesses that serve the needs of res¬ 
idents of the Castro.” 

She said the 18-month mora¬ 
torium will provide the mer¬ 
chants associations, residents, and 
other interested individuals with 
an opportunity to engage in long¬ 
term planning so that a well-con¬ 
sidered plan can be developed and 
implemented. ▼

tiny place on Ashby Street in 
Berkeley would become part of 
lesbian history. 

Every table in the Brick Hut 
was full this past Sunday as pa¬ 
trons came for a wake of sorts. 
People were standing in the door¬ 
way waiting. The predominantly 
lesbian and female crowd was col¬ 
lectively enjoying a last meal of 
sorts. Shortly before 3 p.m., sever¬ 
al rounds of applause went up 
from guests and employees alike 
as they said their goodbyes. The 
waitpersons scurried across the 
main dining area. The cashier 
placed a large stack of business 
cards near the register; there 
wouldn’t be much use for them 
after Monday. 

High overhead 

Antonuccio and Davenport, 
partners in the business from the 
beginning, were outside in back of 
the restaurant. They were quietly 
talking with some other women. 

“In the 1990s you have to have 
the box full, and you have to fill it 
every day. Joan and I have never 
been about making money,” Dav¬

enport said in an interview. 

“The truth is, we’re bereft, 
we’re grieving,” Antonuccio told 
the B.A.R. “And we’re angry. We 
wanted to pass it on.” 

Financial troubles started 
brewing last September, when 
Davenport and Antonuccio filed 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection for the restaurant. The 
debt continued to mount. Last 
week, their bankruptcy attorney 
said they were out of options; the 
doors would have to close - per¬ 
manently. 

Davenport said that “incredi¬ 
bly high debt load and extremely 
high overhead” proved to be a 
fatal combination. Antonuccio 
said their debt is in excess of 
$235,000. “It’s probably much 
closer to $300,000.” 

Antonuccio and Davenport 
said they kept their 30 full- and 
part-time employees apprised of 
the cafe’s situation from the be¬ 
ginning; there were no surprises 
when the owners broke the final 
chapter to them just over a week 
ago. 

“We told them the very minute 
we knew, and everyone burst into 
tears,” Antonuccio said. “They 
knew we were struggling.” 

On a positive note, she said 
some customers and other local 
merchants have offered jobs to the 
now-jobless Brick Hut employees. 

No ordinary restaurant 

“So many meaningful experi¬ 
ences were shared at the Brick 
Hut,” Tamara Griffith told the 
B.A.R. “Before I started working 
here, during the 1970s, I was 
watching the stuff, [lesbians] 
being out, and happy, and strong.” 

Griffith worked at the cafe for 
about ten years and did a variety 
of jobs. Now, she joined her for¬ 
mer bosses as they “processed” - 
to use Antonuccio’s description. 
After all, she added, they’re les¬ 


bians: they have to “process.” 

“Joan and Sharon have given 
so much. Keeping the Brick Hut 
open has never been easy,” Griffith 
said. “They taught so many viable 
job skills to so many women in 
the community. It’s been a teach¬ 
ing job. What we owe Joan and 
Sharon, we have no words for” 

Literally hundreds of women 
have spent part of their lives 
working at the Brick Hut. It was a 
nurturing environment for les¬ 
bians as well as for women who 
were not gay-identified. Men, 
straight and gay, have worked at 
the cafe too, Antonuccio said. 

But the restaurant has always 
been known as a place where les¬ 
bians could go enjoy a meal, hear 
the latest gossip, and cruise the 
women. Davenport and Antonuc¬ 
cio said they’ve always seen the 
Brick Hut as a haven for lesbians, 
as well as an information center 
for gay activists. 

“We strive to enhance the abil¬ 
ity of women to effect change in 
their work environment; empow¬ 
ering them to be self-motivated 
and self-expressive,” the owners 
stated in the company’s employee 
handbook. 

Closing thoughts 

Antonuccio said she doesn’t 
know what she’ll do now that the 
Brick Hut has closed. Immediate¬ 
ly, she plans to spend several 
weeks resting and reflecting on 
things before she decides what to 
do. 

She pulled out Mary Watkins’ 
1978 album Something Moving, 
with a song entitled “Brick Hut” 
that Watkins wrote for the restau¬ 
rant. On the album cover is a 
photo of what used to be the first 
Brick Hut Cafe. 

“We are so lucky that we got to 
do this,” said Antonuccio. “I am 
completely grateful because I feel 
blessed. We got to do it.” ▼

T he drawings for San Francis¬ 
co’s planned gay community 
center are up, and they are 
impressive. Even more exciting to 
members of the Community 
Center Project (CCP) board of di¬ 
rectors is the turnout of about 350 
people for the unveiling last 
Wednesday, March 19 - and the 
raising of some $11,000 for the 
project. 

“We were just thrilled, not just 
with the number of people, but 
with the range of people,” CCP 
board member Scott Shafer told 
the B.A.R. “People from Jim 
Hormel to folks I haven’t seen at 
political-type events were there.” 

The drawings are displayed on 
the fourth floor of City Hall, 
where the public is welcome to 
view them during business hours 
until Friday, April 4. The winning 
entry will be selected by a jury in 
two phases of the competition. 
That announcement will take 
place on Sunday, April 19. 

The site for the planned center, 
at Market and Octavia streets, in¬ 
cludes a Victorian building that 
the CCP wants to keep. As a re¬ 
sult, the architectural firms in the 
design competition kept the 
building in their renderings. 

“That Victorian never looked 
so good,” said CCP board mem¬ 
ber Mark Leno. 

Others offered a variety of 
opinions on the designs, which 
ranged from Machine Age Inter¬ 
national Style to Postmodern - 
including one which was referred 
to as a “copy machine.” 

So far, the architectural designs 
are anonymous. The jury will se¬ 
lect five finalists, and they will 
make presentations to the public 
and hear comments from people 
the day the decision is made, 
Shafer said. The winning firm will 
win $10,000 and be invited to ne¬ 
gotiate a contract with the CCP. 

“We encourage people to come 
hear the presentations and ask 
questions,” said Shafer. 

The nine-member jury will be 
composed of urban planners, 
local architects, academics, a citi¬ 
zen representing the community 
center neighborhood, and a 
member of the CCP’s board, 
Shafer said. 

A center for everyone 

Board members said the 
turnout for the unveiling was 
gratifying because their goal is to 
ensure the center is for everyone 
in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community. Of the 
$11,000 raised last week, about 
$8,700 came from individual 
memberships; the remaining 
$2,500 was contributed to the 
project’s capital campaign. 

“We picked up about 250 mem¬ 
berships,” Leno told the B.A.R. 

The two different fundraising 
mechanisms were designed for 
the purpose of getting a lot of 
people involved through the 
membership drive; and to solicit 
larger donations from founda¬ 
tions and corporations through 
the capital campaign.

Lesbian awards benefit glitters, inspires 

5th annual LAVA 
Awards honor pioneers

T he fifth annual Lesbians of 
Achievement, Vision and 
Action (LAVA) awards ban¬ 
quet sought to do more than 
honor four outstanding lesbian 
pioneers for their contributions. 
The evening’s speeches intended 
to inspire others to achieve, and 
focused on the theme that each 
of us can be a hero in our own 
life. 

The event, held last Saturday, 
March 22, combined a cocktail 
party, silent auction, dinner, and 
dance, and honored four les¬ 
bians: teacher and activist Crys¬ 


tal Jang; lesbian healthcare ac¬ 
tivist Dr. Kate O’Hanlan; and 
prominent lesbian pioneers 
Phyllis Lyon and Del Martin. 

The speeches of the four re¬ 
cipients “exemplified how ordi¬ 
nary our heroes are,” in the 
words of lesbian Assembly 
Speaker Pro Tern Sheila Kuehl, 
the event’s keynote speaker. She 
urged the audience to become 
“everyday heroes,” arguing that 
“if you want to honor them ... 
resolve to be heroes where you 
are.” 

Earlier speakers struck the 
same chord. “Try contacting 
your inner activist,” challenged 
O’Hanlan. 


“Find a way to get involved,” 
added Jang. “This LAVA Award is 
for all of us.” 

Lyon and Martin noted how 
far the lesbian community has 
come over the years, since the 
two founded the Daughters of 
Bilitis in 1955 and attended the 
organization meetings of the Bay 
Area Career Women (BACW) in 
1979, when women wouldn’t 
disclose their last names for fear 
of reprisal. 

Kuehl echoed the point, argu¬ 
ing that “each of you, if you 
come out, is an activist.” She 
urged the audience to live so as 
to “be able to look back and say, 
‘I was the hero of my own life.’”

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight loss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond adequately 
to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any cannabinoid or 
sesame oil. 

WARNINGS

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m’, equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/mVday in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m’/day in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/rtf, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/nf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m’/day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m’(equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m’ in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m’/day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 


A cannabinoid dose-related “high" (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 
patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials (8%) 
(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter. 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence greater than 1%. 

Rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 
Rates were generally higher in the anti-emetic use (given in parentheses)._ 

Body as a whole: Asthenia. 

Cardiovascular: Palpitations, tachycardia, vasodilation/facial flush. 

Digestive: Abdominal pain*, nausea*, vomiting*. 

Nervous system: (Amnesia), anxiety/nervousness, (ataxia), confusion, depersonalization, dizziness*, euphoria*, 
(hallucination), paranoid reaction*, somnolence*, thinking abnormal*._

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence less than 1%. 

Event rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 
Cardiovascular: Conjunctivitis*, hypotension*. 

Digestive: Diarrhea*, fecal incontinence. 

Musculoskeletal: Myalgias. 

Nervous system: Depression, nightmares, speech difficulties, tinnitus. 

Skin and Appendages: Flushing*. 

Special senses: Vision difficulties._ 

'Incidence of events 0.3% to 1%. 

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are reported 
as alerting information for the clinician._ 

Body as a whole: Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive: Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory: Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Sweating. 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Mariqol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (CM) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (bid.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m’, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/m’ dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m’ per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8* and 
15'C (46° and 59"F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified.

The awards dinner is a 
fundraiser for “A Fund of Our 
Own,” which is administered by 
the Horizons Foundation. The 
fund supports numerous local 
lesbian organizations at the local 
level. 

The dinner has grown from 
an attendance of roughly 400 in 
1993 to this year’s dinner, which 
drew about 540 attendees and 
raised roughly $25,000. Dinner 
organizers note that this growth 
has included increased corporate 
and private financial backing, 
including a growing number of 
men who support the event in 
order to honor the women in 
their lives. 

The event’s success has come 
despite competition from other 
fundraising events. Last year, the 
dinner was held only weeks away 
from a major benefit awards 
dinner held by the Women’s 
Building. This year, the Cable 
Car Awards organization inad¬ 
vertently scheduled their awards 
event for the same night as the 
LAVA dinner. Ironically, the 1996 
LAVA dinner was nominated for 
a Cable Car Award. 

‘Another level this year’ 

The ongoing success of the 
events led BACW to seek profes¬ 
sional production assistance this 
year for the first time, and to 
bring in lesbian comedienne 
Suzanne Westenhoefer as Mis¬ 
tress of Ceremonies. 

“You can’t have four years of 
the same type of event and ex¬ 
pect people to keep coming back 
... it needed something differ¬ 
ent,” said Betsy York, co-chair of 
the LAVA committee. She 
stressed that the prior success 
demonstrated the high quality of 
those events, but that more was 
needed. 

“The event went to another 
level this year ... it brought it 
into the ’90s. 

“We think that honoring les¬ 
bians deserves a polished setting, 
in an arena of celebration, and 
we want the production to 
match the honor and reflect all 
of the support people have given 
the event,” York added. 

Despite the increased polish 
of the event, organizers remain 
committed to maintaining the 
community nature of the awards. 
Honorees are chosen from nom¬ 
inations which include those so¬ 
licited from mailings to other 
community organizations. 

“We seek to make it as broad 
an opportunity to be honored,”

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GLMA’s lesbian health 
fund awards over $25k 

Four projects picked; none from Bay Area

F our health research projects 
received over $25,000 in 
grant money from a health 
fund set up by the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Medical Association 
(GLMA), the association an¬ 
nounced March 10. 

The money, from GLMA’s Les¬ 
bian Health Fund (LHF), went to 
four projects, all east coast-based. 

The LHF is a medical research 
fund dedicated to seeking answers 
for the unique concerns of les¬ 
bians, according to Karin Martin, 
grants administrator. 

To date, the fund has funded 
21 grants totaling $150,000. This 
year’s grants totaled $26,464. 

The recipients were selected 
for the excellence of their project’s 
design, their experience in re¬ 
search, and the significance of the 
project to the lesbian community. 
The awards were given without 
regard to the recipient’s sexual 
orientation. 

“One of the most exciting ele¬ 
ments for the LHF this year is that 
we’re beginning to review the re¬ 
search results of previously 
awarded grants,” said Dr. Judith 
Wurmbrand, a Columbus, Ohio 
family practitioner and president 
of the LHF advisory board. “And 
as our researchers are beginning 
to be published, we know we are 
doing what we set out to do - 
growing the depth and breadth of 
information that we’re able to 
make available on lesbian health.” 

Wide variety 

Dr. Jocelyn White, GLMA 
president and an internist in Port¬ 
land, Oregon, said the types of 
projects funded in this cycle re¬ 
flect the increasing diversity of 
lesbian health as a field of study. 


“We’re beginning to reach out 
to all different kinds of lesbians 
with a wide variety of health 
problems; we’re not just doing 
basic work anymore,” White said. 
“I’m really proud that GLMA’s 
membership is committed to les¬ 
bian health research and improv¬ 
ing health for lesbians in so many 
different ways.” 

The 1997 grant recipients are: 

• “Shades of Lavender,” by Yan¬ 
nick Durand, Ph.D., in Brooklyn, 
New York. Funds will allow the as¬ 
sessment of HIV prevention edu¬ 
cation services provided by an 
urban community center in addi¬ 
tion to a study of the characteris¬ 


tics of the population it serves. 

• “The Perspectives of Older, 
Rural Lesbians on Accessing 
Health Care,” by Sandra S. Butler, 
of the School of Social Work at 
the University of Maine in Orono. 
Researchers will examine if and 
how older, rural lesbians’ ideas 
about health care affect their own 
access of health services. 

• “Building a Lesbian Data¬ 
base,” by Ann Pollinger Haas, 
Ph.D., of the Department of 
Health Services at Lehnam Col¬ 
lege in the Bronx, New York. The 
project will develop a systematic 
procedure for communities in 
and outside the United States to 
replicate a women’s health survey 
and contribute Findings to the 
database. 

• “Assessment of Risk Factors 


for Osteoporosis and Bone Den¬ 
sity in Premenopausal Lesbian 
and Heterosexual Women,” by Dr. 
Clifford J. Rosen, of the Maine 
Center for Osteoporosis on Ban¬ 
gor. The study will strive to iden¬ 
tify the medical and lifestyle fac¬ 
tors, if any, within the lesbian 
community that may affect bone 
mineral density and subsequently 
indicate the risk of osteoporosis. 

The LHF is a medical research 
fund dedicated to seeking answers 
for the unique health concerns of 
lesbians. The fund’s goal is to ed¬ 
ucate both health care workers 
and lesbians about lesbian health 
needs. 


The GLMA was formed in 
1981 as the American Association 
of Physicians for Human Rights. 
The organization has more than 
1,800 lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender physicians, medical 
students, and their supporters as 
members and is represented in all 
50 states and 12 countries.

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Team SF members start

T he disclosure of a misappro¬ 
priation of funds by a now- 
former board member was 
just one of many important issues 
that Team San Francisco mem¬ 
bers discussed at their Saturday, 
March 22 meeting at the Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center. 

The first item concerned the 
alleged misappropriation of funds 
by the board member, who has 
since been voted off the board by 
the remaining members. New 
Treasurer Allen Wood revealed 
that in the wake of the alleged 
misappropriation, the non-prof¬ 
it’s current financial holdings total 
$252 - not including the debt for 
a few bounced checks. And al¬ 
though the board would not dis¬ 
close the amount allegedly stolen, 
a Team SF member, in asking a 
question, referred to the amount 
as “thousands of dollars.” 

Team SF fundraisers hope to 
raise those funds to at least $630 
per quarter, which Wood estimat¬ 
ed as quarterly expenses, includ¬ 
ing the cost of maintaining an up¬ 
dated Team SF website. Board 
member Marcus Valera men¬ 
tioned that the original website 
server, Emerald On-Ramp, has 
gone out of business. Team SF is 
still considering a server and hop¬ 
ing to find a donated one. They 
expect to make a decision and 
have the website up and running 
within a few weeks. 

While the group awaits the re¬ 
imbursement of funds by the 
ousted board member, an anony¬ 
mous donor has agreed to front 
funds to maintain Team SF. 
While the nearly 80 Team SF 


members who attended the meet¬ 
ing were concerned about the fis¬ 
cal issues, many seemed eager to 
move on to the pressing issues of 
Gay Games V in Amsterdam, and 
fired diverse questions about the 
enormous event. 

With only 15 months to plan, 
several Team SF members were 
concerned about issues of sanc¬ 
tioning, space allocations, travel 
accommodations, and age limita¬ 
tions in several sports. 

Duke Dahlin, an original 
member of Team SF since Gay 
Games’ origins, questioned the 
limiting age groups in Masters 
Swimming. The wide-based 18-39 
category, for example, would es¬ 
sentially “wipe out” older swim¬ 
mers. Dahlin questioned what ap¬ 
pears to be a limitation on the 
number of competing athletes. A 
similar problem with Senior Mas¬ 
ters Swimming being “lumped to¬ 
gether” in the 50-years-and-older 
category was also criticized. 

Federation of Gay Games Ex¬ 
ecutive Board member Dave An¬ 
derson from Denver mentioned 
that demonstration sports have 
been added to the events, includ¬ 
ing equestrian events and golf. As 
to the specifics of location and age 
slots, he admitted that many as¬ 
pects of organization were 
“sketchy” on Amsterdam’s part. 

Wood, who also heads the 
Uniform committee, reported 
that The Gap had turned down 
the team’s request for donated 
uniforms. It was stressed that the 
Uniform Committee might com¬ 
mission uniforms, at cost, if nec¬ 
essary, that would be “both eye¬ 
catching yet functional.” 

Numerous overseas communi¬ 
cation problems were made more 


explicit in a copy of the brochure 
for Gay Games. Printed in Dutch 
and poorly translated English, the 
brochure served as a clear exam¬ 
ple of the continuing communi¬ 
cation gap between Dutch and 
U.S. organizers, despite presump¬ 
tions about Dutch multilingual 
capabilities. 

Traveling to foreign countries 
also became an important issue to 
Team SF members making plans 
for themselves or entire teams. 
Jim Silva, who heads the Travel 
Committee, introduced Jonathan 
Klein from Now, Voyager Travel. 
Klein explained that because their 
website of travel options is now 
open (nowvoyager.com), even 
though the Team SF package deals 
won’t be Finalized until May 1, 
people can book their travel or ac¬ 
commodations now. Unfortu¬ 
nately, complete and accurate 
prices for plane fares will not be 
available until September 1. Esti¬ 
mated airfare costs ranged from 
$900 to $1200, with a possible 
$100-200 discount. 

Ticketing for athletic events 
came under scrutiny. Sean Crow¬ 
ley, a competitive figure skater, 
questioned the difficulty athletes 
have had in securing spectator 
tickets to events, even their own. 
Lisa Lebrecque, co-chair of Team 
SF’s Board, reminded members 
that many popular events such as 
bodybuilding, figure skating, and 
swimming will always be popular; 
getting tickets remains difficult, 
even for participants. 

With slots available for 13,000 
athletes, over 1,000 have already 
pre-registered. Some Team SF 
members expressed dismay at 
being forced to pre-register for 
sports to secure slots while, at the 
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running 


same time, due to the numerous 
inconsistencies in the Amsterdam 
organizers’ categorization and re¬ 
grouping of sports like 10K run 
and Masters Swimming, there is 
still no assurance that they will be 
able to compete. 

And although the Executive 
Board of the Federation assured 
members that by May 1, many 
clarifications will be in effect, at 
least virtually, on the Gay Games 
website, it seems that Amsterdam 
organizers would benefit from per¬ 
sistent requests for clarification. 

“I just hope they get their act 
together over there,” said one ath¬ 
lete when reminded of the 1994 fi¬ 
asco, in which Amsterdam’s Euro¬ 


pride event was sabotaged by rival 
gay factions of a split committee. 
Gay Games V’s board suffered 
similar eruptions. The current ad¬ 
visory board was installed only last 
year by government officials, after 
numerous arguments over space 
allocations forced several original 
board members to quit. ▼

Castro Fair return: $20K

L ast October’s Castro Street Fair generated $68,000 in proceeds 
from booth rentals, and will disburse $20,000 in income from 
gate receipts to nonprofit community groups, according to 
CSF board member Frank Pietronigro. CSF board figures show ex¬ 
penses of some $42,000 for production, permits, clean-up, security, 
and other costs, including approximately $12,000 for staff salaries. 

Ten recipient groups collected funds and staffed fair entrance 
gates at the annual event. Pacific Center for Human Growth, an 
East Bay lesbian and gay services agency, received the most cash 
from the gate collection - a total of $4,380. ACT UP/Golden Gate 
received the second largest amount, with $923. 

The CSF board will also announce the winner of a $5,000 Di¬ 
rectors Award at its meeting Sunday, April 6. Contenders for the 
award include Lavender Youth Recreation and Information Center 
and the GodFather Service Fund. 

According to Pietronigro, the fair has more lesbian and gay vis¬ 
ibility and community representation now that he, gay rights ac¬ 
tivist and San Francisco Lesbian and Gay Pride Celebration co¬ 
chair Ed Goehring, and lesbian Leigh Christopher have been added 
to the board. Other members include Michael Meracle, a longtime 
Castro resident and manager of the Castro WalgreenV, Jake Hesse, 
owner of Rainbow Grocery and General Store; Rick Thomas; Pablo 
Heising, who produces the Haight Street Fair; and Vic Carnes. 

“I think community relations are ten times better,” Pietronigro 
said. “We’re still actively seeking board members. It’s a great op¬ 
portunity.” 

Pietronigro saida key interest for future fairs is the development 
of public art that would provide funds for lesbian and gay and 
AIDS nonprofits. 

“Our board of directors is currently considering ways to further 
expand financial support to local community groups. It is our in¬ 
tention to develop new production components into the 1997 Cas¬ 
tro Street Fair that will combine public art, entertainment, educa¬ 
tion, and audience participation with fundraising,” Pietronigro said. 

He said nonprofit groups interested in meeting the criteria 
should write an introductory letter summarizing the concept of 
their fundraising activity and how it would generate funds, and 
send it with a preliminary budget to the Castro Street Fair at Post 
Office Box 14405, SF CA 94114, or call 467-3354. T

It’s time for Filipino 
AIDS Awareness Week

S ince the beginning of the 
AIDS epidemic, Filipinos 
living in the United States 
have constituted the largest num¬ 
ber of reported AIDS cases among 
all Asians and Pacific Islanders 
(APIs). This is true in California, 
as it is in most other states and 
cities. More than a third of all API 
AIDS cases in California are 
among Filipinos, and the percent¬ 
age is even higher - nearly 40% - 
in the city and county of San 
Francisco. 

It is not only the large number 
of AIDS cases that Filipino com¬ 
munity leaders and health advo¬ 
cates are concerned about. It is 
also what they see as the “long- 
held silence and avoidance” 
around the issue of AIDS among 
Filipino-Americans. 

“It’s about time,” says the Fil¬ 
ipino Task Force on AIDS (FTFA), 
that this community indifference 
must come to an end. It is for this 
reason that FTFA in observance of 
this year’s “Filipino AIDS Aware¬ 
ness Week” has chosen the theme 
“Panahon Na!” - literally mean¬ 
ing, “It’s time.” 

This year’s observance, sched¬ 
uled from this Monday, March 31 
to April 6, has received the sup¬ 
port not only of the Office of the 
Mayor of San Francisco, but the 
mayors of eight other cities in the 
greater Bay Area, including Daly 
City, Fremont, Hayward, Milpitas, 
Oakland, San Jose, Union City 
and Vallejo. Like the office of 
mayor Willie Brown, the mayor’s 
offices in these other cities have 


signed official proclamations on 
the observance of “Filipino AIDS 
Awareness Week.” 

AIDS service providers serving 
the Filipino community in the Bay 
Area have been involved not only 
in educating Filipinos about HIV 
and AIDS, but in trying to meet 
the medical, social, and other sup¬ 
port needs of those living with the 
disease. Of special concern to the 
providers is the impact of the new 
immigration and welfare reform 
laws which could potentially de¬ 
prive even legal immigrants, if 
they are not citizens, of needed 
treatment and care. For many 
uninsured clients, the prospect of 
the promising drug combinations 
using protease inhibitors is even 
barely an option. 

Sometime last year, FTFA 
launched a community mobiliza¬ 
tion project to get the Filipino 
community more involved in 
helping provide Filipino-specific 
HIV education and AIDS care 
services in the light of shrinking 
government and Foundation 
moneys for minority populations. 
FTFA continues to step up its 
community outreach through 
donor-designated campaigns 
such as the United Way. 

Items on the agenda 

Activities for this year’s “Fil¬ 
ipino AIDS Awareness Week” in¬ 
clude a press conference on 
March 31 to impress upon the Fil¬ 
ipino community the importance 
of AIDS education and how AIDS 
affects the community. On April 
2, a discussion of HIV/AIDS in 
the Philippines will take place, 
with FTFA executive director 


Marianna Balquiedra making the 
presentation. Balquiedra was for¬ 
merly the executive director of the 
Remedios AIDS Foundation in 
the Philippines. 

A “Celebration of Life” church 
service will be held at the Old 
Mission Dolores Church in San 
Francisco on April 3, followed on 
April 4 by a forum called “Pinoy 
Positive Panel,” with Filipinos af¬ 
fected by HIV/AIDS meeting with 
the community. 

The week will be capped by HIV 
educational outreach at the Serra- 
monte Mall in Daly City on April 5, 
and a community social and cul¬ 
tural gathering at Solita’s Restau¬ 
rant in San Bruno on April 6. 

Aside from FTFA, other agen¬ 
cies and community-based orga¬ 
nizations throughout the Bay 
Area have shown their support in 
ensuring a successful observance 
of “Filipino AIDS Awareness 
Week.” These include the Aris 
Project, API Wellness Center, 
Asian American for Community 
Involvement, Asian Health Ser¬ 
vices, California Department of 
Human Services, Ellipse, Filipinos 
for Affirmative Action, Golden 
Gate Healthcare Center, Project 
Adapt, San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation Trilingual AIDS Hotline, 
San Mateo County AIDS Pro¬ 
gram, and West Bay Filipino 
Multi-Service Corporation’s 
SOMA Teen Center. ▼

pecially following prolonged use. 
Sajo and others noted, however, 
that it is unclear how often speed 
use precedes mental symptoms 
and how often methamphetmine 
is used to “self-medicate” a pre¬ 
existing condition. Withdrawal 
following prolonged use may re¬ 
sult in insomnia, depression, and 
craving for the drug. Currently, no 
pharmacological treatment for 
speed addiction is available, and 
Sajo’s practice focuses on sup¬ 
portive psychological counseling 
and amino acid supplementation. 

While speed use is not known 
to directly worsen HIV disease, it 
may lead to lack of sleep, inade¬ 
quate nutrition, and difficulty ad¬ 
hering to a strict antiviral regi¬ 
men. Calling attention to recent 
news reports that use of the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor ritonavir could 
lead to overdose levels of the drug 
ecstasy, Sajo noted that speed may 
pose a similar risk. 

It is widely reported that crys¬ 
tal has an aphrodisiac effect, and 
much has been made of the 
“speed-sex connection.” Delayed 
ejaculation and prolonged inter¬ 
course may lead to a higher rate of 
condom breakage and an in¬ 
creased risk of HIV transmission. 
Sajo cited a study that found that 
women who use methampheta- 
mine are more likely to engage in 
risky sexual practices, including 
unprotected anal intercourse. 

Former users talk 

Four former or current crystal 
users discussed their own experi¬ 
ences with the drug. “Miles” used 
crystal and a variety of other 


drugs and alcohol. He is an ad¬ 
herent of the 12-step philosophy, 
and does not believe that purely 
“social” or recreational use is pos¬ 
sible over the long term. Noting 
that the recovery community is 
one of the largest gay/lesbian “or¬ 
ganizations,” he stated his belief 
that drugs are often used to help 
ameliorate a feeling of being dif¬ 
ferent and not belonging. He con¬ 
cluded that crystal “makes you feel 
good all the time, but if you feel 
good and are happy without it, 
you don’t need it.” 

“Clayton,” in contrast, is an oc¬ 
casional crystal user who views the 
drug as a “party accessory.” He said 
he sees speed as a “dance drug” 
and has never had sex while using 
it. Clayton does not feel his speed 
use is a problem. He knows many 
people who use the drug once 
every few months, and claims that 
he tends to get “much more 
screwed up on alcohol.” He urged 
the community to “depathologize” 
speed use, and encouraged harm 
reduction efforts that reached out 
to occasional users. 

“Matthew,” like Clayton, used 
the drug “for party reasons, never 
for sexual reasons.” He noted that 
crystal is “very prevalent, easy to 
get, and accepted in the bar social 
scene.” Matthew found that speed 
use “became a problem when 
mixed with other drugs.” 

Finally, “Dan” said that for 
him, crystal use was indeed relat¬ 
ed to sex, providing him with an 
“E ticket to the sexual experiences 
I wanted to have.” He found that 
using speed enabled him to have 
sexual interactions with men 
which he could not allow himself 
to have otherwise. Dan feels that 
the stigma surrounding use of the 
drug and the “fear of being 
judged” gets in the way of finding 


social support to deal with one’s 
use. It was not until he tested HIV 
positive that Dan recognized his 
speed use as a problem. He sees 
crystal use as “one of the worst 
things you can to do your health 
if you are HIV positive,” and con¬ 
cluded, “I wouldn’t be infected 
with HIV if not for speed.” 

Denckla concluded the presen¬ 
tation with the results of a recent 
Stop AIDS Project survey of speed 
use among gay and bisexual men 
in the Castro, Polk, and South of 
Market. Among the 411 men sur¬ 
veyed, 43% had used speed and 
56% had not. Users spanned a 
range of ages; the largest group 
was between 30-39, challenging 
the common notion that speed 
use is a problem of youth. The ma¬ 
jority of both users and non-users 
sampled were white, but a dispro¬ 
portionately greater percentage of 
users were men of color. Speed 
users tend to believe that speed is 
the most popular substance used 
by gay and bi men; non-users 
think it is more popular than any 
substance except alcohol. Among 
speed users, 65% did not always 
use a condom during anal sex, 
compared to 48% of non-users. A 
striking difference was that among 
speed users, 55% had only one 
sexual partner and 31% had more 
than one, while among non-users, 
85% had one partner, and 13% 
had more than one. ▼

Abbott Labs responds 
on potential ritonavir ; 
ecstasy interaction

A bbott Laboratories, manufacturer of the protease inhibitor 
ritonavir, responded in a March 14 letter to a San Francisco 
health official’s request for information about the potential 
of a drug interaction between ritonavir and ecstasy. The informa¬ 
tion basically confirmed the possibility for interaction, although 
no formal studies have been conducted. 

Dana Van Gorder, the Department of Public Health coordina¬ 
tor of lesbian and gay health services, wrote to Abbott officials after 
learning about the death of a man in England last year. Initially it 
was thought Philip Kay died of an ecstasy overdose; later toxicolo¬ 
gy reports, however, showed the amount of MDMA in Kay’s blood¬ 
stream to be equivalent to 22 tablets of ecstasy, not the two and 
one-half tablets he was known to have ingested. Kay had also been 
taking ritonavir. 

MDMA is a psychoactive drug that is the main ingredient in 
what is sold as ecstasy and commonly used by nightclubbers. 

A letter from Mary McAndrews and Dr. Robert Hoff of Abbott 
reiterated comments made by Dr. P. Kon of Abbott Labs in Eng¬ 
land; essentially, they said that ecstasy metabolism takes place in 
the liver and that between five and nine percent of the Caucasian 
population is deficient in metabolizing MDMA. 

“No formal studies have been conducted to assess a drug inter¬ 
action between ritonavir and the amphetamine derivative,‘ecstasy*. 
However, based on the known metabolisms of each drug, a theo¬ 
retical ... interaction has been predicted,” McAndrews and Hoff 
stated. 

In summary, McAndrews and Hoff stated that it is likely that a 
person who is a poor metabolizer of MDMA and taking ritonavir 
and ecstasy could experience a higher concentration of ecstasy. Pos¬ 
sibly, they wrote, as much as five- to ten-fold. T

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100-150 new housing subsidies by June 

Council unanimously approves 
‘shallow’ rent program for PWAs

new “shallow” rent subsidy 
program that will serve be- 
i tween 100-150 people with 
disabling HIV/AIDS was unani¬ 
mously approved Monday, March 
24 by the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council. Senior 
staff at the Department of Public 
Health’s AIDS Office said the pro¬ 
gram is something they can im¬ 
plement by July 1, the target date 
set by the council. 

Several months ago, the coun¬ 
cil decided that creating addition¬ 
al AIDS housing subsidies was 
going to be a top priority. The 
group’s ad-hoc housing commit¬ 
tee began meeting in January in 
an attempt to help solve the prob¬ 
lem. 

“We don’t view this as the so¬ 
lution. We see it as an opportuni¬ 
ty to redirect funds,” said council 
member Joy Rucker. “It’s the thing 
we could do now.” 

Some members felt strongly 
that since the expressed will of the 
council was not to fund the Cen¬ 
tralized Housing Information and 
Placement System (CHIPS) hous¬ 
ing wait list with CARE money, 
CHIPS should be taken out of the 
CARE budget altogether, and the 
money used for housing subsi¬ 
dies. As a result, between $250,000 


and $270,000 will be available for 
the program in the current 1997- 
98 Ryan White CARE Act budget. 

Although the council inten¬ 
tionally did not provide a defini¬ 
tion of “shallow” rent, people 
must meet certain income criteria 
and other requirements to be eli¬ 
gible for the program. 

Individuals will be selected 
from the CHIPS waiting list. Anna 
D’Amato, housing operations 
manager at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF), which 
operates CHIPS, told the B.A.R. 
there are currently 3,200 active 
people on the list. 

There are roughly 1,000 units 
of AIDS housing (beds in a facili¬ 
ty or subsidies). Not all of the cap¬ 
ital projects are completed, how¬ 
ever, so the actual number of 
housing units is lower. Addition¬ 
ally, virtually all of those units are 
currently being used, which leads 
to a very lengthy wait once some¬ 
one has been placed on the 
CHIPS list. 

Norm Nickens, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Office and the of¬ 
fice’s co-chair on the council, said 
the program is workable in terms 
of getting it started in just a few 
months. 

“The timeline certainly looks 
do-able,” said Nickens. “This is 
one part of a much broader solu¬ 
tion.” 


Subsidy details 

Under the new subsidy pro¬ 
gram, people will be able to utilize 
single resident occupancy (SRO) 
hotels. The proposal does not re¬ 
quire units to meet federal Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) regulations. Housing sub¬ 
sidies funded with federal Hous¬ 
ing Opportunities for People with 
AIDS (HOPWA) money must 
meet those standards. For exam¬ 
ple, rooms in SROs typically do 
not have individual bathrooms, 
one of the HUD standards, so 
those rooms could not be used by 
those receiving subsidies. 

“We’re trying to direct these 
subsidies to extremely low income 
[people],” member Tom Cal- 
vanese said. “A lot of the target 
population are in SROs.” 

The maximum subsidy 
amounts under the proposal are 
$200 per month for individuals 
and $300 per month for families. 
HUD fair market rents (FMR) 
will be the maximum allowed 
rents. FMR is currently $763 per 
month for a one-bedroom and 
$495 per month for a SRO, ac¬ 
cording to the housing commit¬ 
tee’s report. 

The income requirement will 
include people receiving General 
Assistance (GA) or SSI. The max¬ 
imum income will be 25 percent

of median income as defined by 
HUD; approximately $10,250 per 
year, or $854 per month. 

Housing subsidies in the city 
are provided by HOPWA and 
CARE money. As of last Septem¬ 
ber, there were 378 CARE-funded 
subsidies and 399 HOPWA-fund- 
ed subsidies in use. The council’s 
action Monday is expected to in¬ 
crease the pool of CARE-funded 
subsidies. 

Calvanese said the program is 
“temporary,” in that it’s for people 
who are waiting to get into a per¬ 
manent housing program. Then, 
their “shallow” rent subsidy would 
go to someone else. There is no 
time limit on the subsidies, as the 
wait for permanent housing 
ranges anywhere from six months 
to over a year. 

AIDS activists and others liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS have ad¬ 
dressed the council and the hous¬ 
ing committee repeatedly over the 
last several months, citing the 
critical need for housing subsi¬ 
dies. 

Controversial CHIPS 

The money for the new “shal¬ 
low” rent program would have 
gone for the CHIPS wait list, 
which the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation administers for the 
city. CHIPS has been the topic of 
heated debates since its inception; 
the controversy continued during 
last year’s prioritization process, 
when the council erroneously be¬ 
lieved CHIPS had been removed 
from CARE and transferred to the 
city’s general fund budget. 

The debate over CHIPS is not 
so much about the SFAF’s admin¬ 
istration of it; in fact, CHIPS has 
become more efficient since the 
foundation took it over last May. 
Prior to that, under other agen¬ 
cies’ aegis, D’Amato said there 
had been serious problems, in¬ 
cluding beds sitting empty be¬ 
cause people on the list could not 
be located. Those issues have since 
been addressed, and the founda¬ 
tion has made CHIPS more acces¬ 
sible, she said. 

“Housing providers are able to 


locate 90 percent of the people 
[on CHIPS],” D’Amato said. 

The reason for the controversy 
is that some people feel that 
CARE funds should not be used 
to support a computer system 
when the money could go toward 
providing more subsidies or other 
direct services in the housing cat¬ 
egory. 

In January, when the council 
voted to restore $770,00 cut from 
the 1997-98 housing service cate¬ 
gory, it also restored the funding 
for the CHIPS contract, although 
members weren’t aware of that, 
because they believed CHIPS had 
already been taken out of the 
CARE budget. 

According to council member 
William Carter, that fact was stat¬ 
ed at the January 13 council meet¬ 
ing. Dr. Gene Copello, AIDS Of¬ 
fice health and prevention ser¬ 
vices branch chief, said in re¬ 
sponse to a question from Carter 
that “CHIPS is out of housing. It 
is in the general fund now.” Carter 
said Copello’s comment is on a 
tape of the meeting. 

Copello clarified those com¬ 
ments on March 10. What he was 
referring to was the fact that the 
council had decided they did not 
want to defund the housing ser¬ 
vice category, and if cuts were to 
be made, the city’s general fund 
would close the gap, in effect 
causing no cuts. In that sense, 
CHIPS would have been funded 
with general fund money. 

The council’s housing task 
force (formerly the ad-hoc hous¬ 
ing committee) is expected to 
continue looking at the many is¬ 
sues surrounding AIDS housing 
in the city at future meetings. T

sex establishments as venues for 
the dissemination of HIV preven¬ 
tion information and tools, while 
not infringing on sex club pa¬ 
trons’ rights to privacy and free¬ 
dom of choice.” 

The resolution was promptly 
seconded and passed by unani¬ 
mous acclaim. 

Much of the discussion follow¬ 
ing the passage of the resolution 
focused on club members’ con¬ 
cerns that the sex club regulations 
involve selective enforcement and 
unfairly target gay men. The dis¬ 
cussion became heated, with even 
Milk Club chair Jeff Sheehey join¬ 
ing the fray. To date, no heterosex¬ 
ual sex establishments have been 
targeted for inspections under the 


newly codified standards. Packer 
noted, however, that a “second 
phase” of inspections will include 
locations that host sex parties at¬ 
tended by people of all genders 
and sexual orientations. 

To conclude the meeting, 
Deputy Director of Building In¬ 
spection James Hutchinson spoke 
briefly about the joint inspections 
that the fire and building depart¬ 
ments will be conducting with the 
DPH. He stated his belief that 
compliance with the city’s fire, 
building, planning, zoning, and 
handicapped access codes was a 
much larger issue than the current 
focus on sexual activities within 
the clubs. Hutchinson said that he 
“cannot bend the rules” for sex 
clubs, but that he is “happy to 
meet with every owner” to help 
them bring their clubs into com¬ 
pliance and keep them Open. ▼

Experts acknowledge AIDS 
is a disease of young and old

S tatistics are proving what 
AIDS activists have long pre¬ 
dicted: HIV disease is reach¬ 
ing across all boundary levels to af¬ 
fect every segment of society. The 
latest research focuses on ages. 

Researchers at the Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies and the 
Harvard AIDS Institute noted in a 
report released Tuesday, March 25 
that half of all new HIV infections 
occur among people under the 
age of 25, and that AIDS is now 
the sixth leading cause of death 
among people 15 to 24 years old. 

Two weeks earlier, an expert on 
aging at the University of Illinois at 
Chicago said health professionals 
and the public aren’t giving enough 
attention to the increasing problem 
of AIDS in older Americans. 

Nathan Linsk, an associate 
professor of social work at UIC 
and director of the Midwest AIDS 


Training and Education Cepter, is 
co- founder of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of HIV Over 50. In his an¬ 
nouncement, he pointed out that 
between ten and 15 percent of all 
AIDS cases reported in the United 
States occur in people over age 50. 

And as improved AIDS med¬ 
ications continue to lengthen pa¬ 
tients’ lives, Linsk predicted “it 
will no longer be unusual to live 
for 20 years or more with AIDS. 
Instead of a terminal disease, it 
will become more of a chronic ill¬ 
ness, like hepatitis or diabetes.” 

Linsk recently interviewed 15 
people, ages 52 to 72, some of 
whom had been HIV-positive for 
more than a decade. He found 
most were skeptical of traditional 
aging services programs, which 
generally aren’t set up to help peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

Others reported “extreme isola¬ 
tion and loneliness as the majority 
of their support system is deceased 
or alienated from them,” he said. 


The new report on youth and 
HIV from the CDC and Harvard, 
entitled “Dangerous Inhibitions: 
How America Is Letting AIDS Be¬ 
come An Epidemic of the Young,” 
shows there are different prob¬ 
lems associated with reaching 
younger people, including the 
continuance of outdated and ir¬ 
relevant policies. 

Its researchers called for a tar¬ 
geted emergency effort, and urged 
school-based sex education and 
condom availability within 
schools; increased government 
funding for programs targeting 
adolescents; and a private sector 
effort to market HIV prevention. 

Thomas Coates, director of the 
AIDS Research Institute and Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Research at UC San 
Francisco, said, “Misguided pre¬ 
vention policies are literally cost¬ 
ing us the lives of our young gen¬ 
eration. Every hour, at least two 
Americans under the age of 25 
become infected with HIV.” T

But experts agree on what's*needed

O n February 11-13,1 partici¬ 
pated in an arcane ritual 
known as a National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health Consensus Devel¬ 
opment Conference, which was the 
104th such conference since 1977. 
These conferences bring interested 
parties together at a large public 
meeting with the purpose of reach¬ 
ing general agreement about 
whether a given medical technolo¬ 
gy is safe and effective. The previ¬ 
ous conference, a few weeks before, 
was a very contentious one about 
breast cancer screening that made 
the front pages. Over 50,000 no¬ 
tices were sent for the HIV confer¬ 
ence in February, and about a 
thousand people registered. This 
particular conference was con¬ 
vened to determine if behavior 
change programs have been found 
to reduce behavioral risks of HIV 
infection, and if so how risk-reduc¬ 
tion can be implemented effective¬ 
ly, and what research is still most 
urgently needed. 

These meetings have the for¬ 
mat of a scientific court. About ten 
scientists and a few non-scientists 
like myself - outside the field but 
with related expertise - are asked 
to review the research before the 
meeting and listen to a day of pre¬ 
sentations by researchers and the 
public, after which they and the 
audience can ask questions or 
make comments. Finally the panel 
spends an afternoon and evening 
drafting answers to the consensus 
questions. On the third morning 
the draff is read to the audience, 
which can suggest changes, and 
there is a press conference, with 
the final consensus statement tra¬ 
ditionally published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. The 
conferences are sponsored by sev¬ 
eral interested NIH Institutes but 
managed by the independent Of¬ 
fice for Medical Applications of 
Research. 

Consensus on prevention 

As you might imagine, there 
has been a great deal of research 
about how to help people change 
their HIV risk behaviors, and the 


panel reviewed over 120 recently 
published articles. In its report, we 
took a very strong stand calling 
for government and policy lead¬ 
ers at all levels to reverse policies 
that place the public at risk and to 
take the lead in implementing 
proven, lifesaving public health 
strategies. The consensus state¬ 
ment emphasizes that it is of ut¬ 
most importance that HIV pre¬ 
vention policy be based wherever 
possible on scientific information, 
which, it says, occurs too little. 

“AIDS is a preventable disease, 
and the behavior placing the pub¬ 
lic health at greatest risk may be 
occurring in legislative and other 
decision-making bodies,” said 
panel chairman David Reiss, MD. 
The report focused on three areas 
where public policy is in direct 
conflict with scientific findings: 
needle exchange, drug treatment 
programs, and sex educatiop. 

• The panel strongly recom¬ 
mends lifting restrictions on the 
use of government funds for nee¬ 
dle exchange programs and the le¬ 
galization of pharmacy sales of 
sterile injecting equipment. This 
recommendation led Health Sec¬ 
retary Donna Shalala to step 
halfway toward freeing of govern¬ 
ment funds for needle exchange 
by declaring that the programs 
have scientific merit. She still has 
to acknowledge that they don’t in¬ 
crease drug use, even though the 
panel stated that this too has al¬ 
ready been proven. 

• The panel criticized the 
downward trend of Federal fund¬ 
ing of drug treatment programs 
and urged that this course be re¬ 
versed. Drug treatment programs 
that employ methadone mainte¬ 
nance, outpatient drug-free treat¬ 
ments, residential treatment, or 
detoxification not only decrease 
drug use, but also substantially 
reduce the frequency of using 
shared needles among drug users. 

• The panel also concluded 
that education efforts that focus 
on safer sex practices (rather than 
abstinence-only programs, which 
have been awarded $50 million of 
special funding by Congress) are 
effective in reducing risky sexual 
behavior in adolescent and adult 
populations, and that current laws

the practice of allowing cattle, a known source of the deadly para¬ 
site, to graze on city property in the San Francisco watershed. Some 
public health officials have linked cattle feces to large waterborne 
crypto outbreaks, including the 1993 Milwaukee outbreak which 
sickened 403,000 people and killed more than 100.

should be changed to allow the 
Federal funds to go for such pro¬ 
grams. 

Unusual ovation 

Since the evidence presented 
suggests that some of the most 
powerful effects on HIV risk be¬ 
havior have been produced by leg¬ 
islative and regulatory changes, 
the panel stated that social policy, 
legal change, and community mo¬ 
bilization are legitimate areas of 
inquiry by the Institutes of Health 
and Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. When the draft 
report was read, it prompted an 
unusual standing ovation from 
the audience of AIDS researchers, 
health experts and community 
activists in attendance, and back¬ 
lash statements from various con¬ 
servative spokesmen. 

One of the panel’s questions 
was to decide if self-reported 
changes in behavior, which many 
of the studies use as their end¬ 
point measure, actually lead to a 
reduction in HIV. This is a con¬ 
troversial question, since studies 
that would measure actual infec¬ 
tions (instead of reported behav¬ 
ior) must be done where sero¬ 
conversion rates are high, in very 
large studies with thousands of 
participants, or in very long stud¬ 
ies. Almost all such studies have 


been conducted in the 
developing world. Here 
in the United States, very 
few seroincidence studies 
could be conducted, 
since they would be 
very costly and re¬ 
quire large resource 
commitment. They 
would, however, allow re¬ 
searchers to validate the accura¬ 
cy of reported behavior changes, 
which some have questioned. 
The panel said that direct mea¬ 
surement of HIV infection is a 
feasible outcome measure for 
some programs, but, just as the 
Food and Drug Administration 
conditionally approves experi¬ 
mental drugs in emergency situ¬ 
ations, the urgency of the AIDS 
epidemic justifies the need for 
implementing behavior change 
programs based on reported out¬ 
comes when the studies have 
been randomized, controlled, 
and shown substantial changes. 
The panel also gave credit to 
community-based organization 
and identified a pressing need for 
community organizations, re¬ 
searchers, and program evalua¬ 
tors to work together. 

Finally, the report cited that 
the most powerful effects on HIV 
risk behavior have been produced 
by legislative and regulatory effort 



almost entirely outside 
the United States. 
Cities such as Toronto, 
Sydney, Glasgow, Lund, 
and, in the U.S., Taco¬ 
ma have kept HIV in¬ 
fection rates low by 
having policies that 
make sterile needles 
available for IDUs and by boost¬ 
ing education aimed at risk re¬ 
duction, making condoms more 
available, and enhancing pro¬ 
grams for the treatment of STDs. 
A national campaign in Switzer¬ 
land to promote the use of con¬ 
doms dramatically reduced risk 
behavior, and regulations on the 
use of condoms by sex workers in 
Thailand also led to fewer unpro¬ 
tected sex acts with impressive re¬ 
sults. One panel member was 
heard to comment off the record 
that the U.S. is an underdeveloped 
country when it comes to HIV 
prevention. 

Having participated on this 
panel, I would like to think that its 
work will have some influence on 
the dysfunction between science 
and policy in the U.S., especially 
surrounding AIDS. But the real 
work now is to develop leader¬ 
ship, share and use research find¬ 
ings, and make linkages between 
scientists, communities, voters, 
and policy makers. ▼

I TEM: A judge has set a March 
28th hearing date for Colorado 
high school wrestling coach 
Mike Tate, who is accused of grab¬ 
bing a 17-year-old student by the 
testicles. The wrestler, who said 
Tate grabbed his groin while he 
was roughhousing with other boys 
at practice, now has a 30 percent 
chance of being sterile, according 
to his doctor. Tate is charged with 
felony second-degree assault, 
which could lead to a two-to-eight- 
year prison term and would proba¬ 
bly keep him. from ever coaching 
again. 

ITEM: Police in Victoria, 

British Columbia have 
charged another former 
hockey coach with sexually 
assaulting a young player 
ten years ago. The newest 
charges were made 
after an adult com¬ 
plained of being 
abused by Richard 
Lome Hall between 
September 1986 and 
May 1987, when Hall was a vol¬ 
unteer coach with the Victoria 
Minor Hockey Association on Van¬ 
couver Island and the hockey play¬ 
er was 13 years old. 

In January, Boston Bruins right 
wing Sheldon Kennedy accused his 
boyhood coach, Graham James, of 
sexually molesting him more than 
300 times. A Canadian court sen¬ 
tenced James to 3 1/2 years behind 
bars. 

In February, a 77-year-old 
Canadian man was charged with 
sexually assaulting young basket¬ 
ball players 25 years ago. 

You’ve read, or bought, or 
rented the fantasies. You may have 
read the reactions to my mention¬ 
ing these fantasies, and variant in¬ 
terpretations on them. You may 
have read how easily one humor¬ 
less mind, like a character in The 
Crucible , can so quickly spring to 
accusative action when a witch 
has been found. 

I am comfortable, and quite 
familiar, with the defensive pos¬ 
ture, and therefore will continue 
the debate. In the words of An¬ 
thony Keidis, “I will be your 
heretic.” 

The fantasy of sex leaves every¬ 
body happy. The reality can be 
less pleasant. Some might think, 
in a perfect world, the opportuni¬ 
ty for a coach to teach a young gay 
kid about sexuality, if he’s inter¬ 
ested, in an egalitarian sexual 
space would be a great thing, pro¬ 
vided your coach is Tony Danza. 

An empire of porno caters to 
these desires, so there must be 
something there, some power, 
some shamanistic manhood rite 
of passage we all have to pass 
through. 

But as the overloaded panels of 
neurotics on the Sally Oprahue 
circuit attest, the real thing can 
leave kids damaged. You want to 
kill the guy who abused you, but 
years later. 

Another wave of posed shock 
swept through the media last 
month as the story of Sheldon 
Kennedy unfolded (see above). 
Kennedy’s story sent his boyhood 
coach, Graham James, to 3 1/2 
years of jail for sexually molesting 
him over 300 times over ten years 
ago. 

“This should serve as a wake- 
up call,” cried North American 
Hockey League Commissioner 
Tom Anastos, in a USA Today ar¬ 
ticle. “We need to get our heads 


out of the sand.” 

I would amend the placement 
of the heads, but tend to agree, es¬ 
pecially regarding hypocrisy of 
any kind in the sexuality among 
athletes, coaches, or anybody else. 

Incipient closet 

Perhaps this subject was dis¬ 
cussed at the recent gathering of 
the American Football Coaches 
Association in Orlando last 
month. Over 5,000 coaches got 
together for awards luncheons 
and a Coach of the Year Banquet. 

I wonder how busy things were 
in the hotels where all these manly 
men were staying. With 5,000 
coaches, our homo estimate 
makes for around 
500 actual homo¬ 
sexual men among the 
ranks. I’m considering this 
after re-reading The David 
Kopay Story , which, while no 
great literary tome, exposes 
parts of the corporo- 
football industry for 
what it is, a den of 
hypocritical hatred 
and repressed homo¬ 
erotic tendencies. 

But considering the great silent 
closet of athletics, where simple 
logic tells us that anyone who 
chooses to make a locker room his 
office might as well be gay, I’d say 
more than just discussion was 
going on in those coaches’ hotel 
rooms. Perhaps it will take some 
sort of Tailhook scandal to expose 
that aspect of athletics and its in¬ 
cipient closet. 

But will revised scrutiny im¬ 
prove any situation? For gay peo¬ 
ple, the molestation charges 
against manipulative coaches just 
puts us closer to more suspicion. 
A study conducted by a Universi¬ 
ty of Winnipeg sociology profes¬ 
sor of Canadian national team 
athletes in all sports found that 
20% of respondents had slept 
with an authority figure in sports. 
8% reported forced sexual inter¬ 
course with someone in authority. 

Almost all interviewees were 
men. That’s a lot of gay sex going 
on. 

Let’s face it, most authority fig¬ 
ures in sports have dicks. In fact, 
many are dicks. So you’ve got a lot 
of power-hungry closet cases 
wielding their power and forcing 
themselves on athletes. 

Reaction to this campaign of 
outrage is what sets me to worry 
about others. To the closeted 
coaches I know, who can’t come 
out for fear of accusations, the 
idea, the association of all this 
takes on McCarthyesque propor¬ 
tions. Some people don’t know 
the difference between a gay man 
and a pederast. That’s when peo¬ 
ple start getting Fired, or jailed. 
That’s when world-class athletes 
like David Kopay can’t get a 
coaching job. 

For many, being under the 
tutelage of a David Kopay would 
be an athlete’s dream, and for 
many others, a wet dream. 

Gay kids need gay coaches 

If I’d had a coach like David 
Kopay, instead of the lummoxes 
and Bible-thumping cretins at my 
school, I can guarantee you I’d be 


Ice, ice, baby 


writing this column from the press 
box of Giants Stadium. It is the 
closet, and homophobia, that pre¬ 
vented this potential in all of us. 

Gay kids deserve to have the 
opportunities to have gay coaches 
as much as straight kids. To a gay 
kid a straight coach can be the 
threat. Take, for example, the 
highly homophobic coach of a 
nearby wrestling team for a cer¬ 
tain state college. Forget the sex 
angle in this guy’s case. I’m talk¬ 
ing about rampant homophobia, 
coded, allowed, and encouraged. 
I’m talking about the damage it’s 
doing on the bodies and minds of 
gay students and athletes, there 
and elsewhere. 

It’s as much of a risk as a 
straight guy coaching a girl’s bas¬ 
ketball team, or a woman coach¬ 
ing a tennis team of both genders, 
and being a lesbian, or bisexual, 
whatever. 

The myth that coaches and 
athletes live in a pristine world 
outside of sexuality, drugs, and 
other problems perpetuates the 
false sense of shock that is used in 
articles like the USA Today stories 
about poor defenseless hockey 
players. 

Is my cynicism perhaps per¬ 
petuated by blurring the lines be¬ 
tween sexuality and abuse? Per¬ 
haps. Are the numerous tales of 
boys and their coaches, fictional¬ 
ized and fantasized to every 
heart’s content in porno and fric¬ 
tion fiction, a problem or a prob¬ 
lem-solver? That answer is prob¬ 
ably reflected in the magazine col¬ 
lection of each of you readers. 

Take a look at your own sexu¬ 
ality before telling others what 
they can and can’t fantasize about. 

And while we’re flipping 
through other magazines, take a 
look at some of those ads that 
verge on pornography; naked ba¬ 
bies in the arms of daddies, teens 
who once performed in jack-off 
videos now smiling broadly in 
sportswear ads. 

A culture that parades youth 
around for marketing purposes, 
such as Closet Klein, Tommy Hil- 
fagger, and the entire world of 
fashion; a culture that sells mil¬ 
lions of copies of magazines like 


Teen Beat and Bop; a culture that 
calls the strutting of tarted-up, 
doomed pre-pubescent girls in 
cotton candy hair a Beauty 
Pageant, should not be so sur¬ 
prised when kids are victimized. 
The Puritanical psychosis of 
American culture creates an at¬ 
mosphere of abuse. You can bottle 
it up here or there, but it’s gonna 
come out somewhere. 

What is so surprising about 
Sheldon Kennedy’s case is the 
length of the relationship, and 
how a hockey player, a sport 
known for its adherence to vio¬ 
lence, was unable to at least whack 
the guy with a stick, was merely, as

Mark Matousek 
talks the walk

M ark Matousek is in the middle of the first draft of his second book. Like his first, Sex Death Enlightenment, 
it is also a memoir, but not a sequel. “I want it to be sort of a chorus — a group memoir about all of us 
who are trying to learn to love ourselves, and each other.” The author, wearing chinos and sporting a 
shaved head, has an iconoclastic appearance appropriate for one who has gone from senior editor at Andy 
Warhol’s Interview magazine to spiritual seeker on the backroads of India. 

Sex Death Enlightenment, now being released ii^ paperback, details Matousek’s remarkable journey from a dismal 
childhood in Los Angeles through the wildly erotic pre-AIDS era in Manhattan, and, finally, to his own spiritual ful¬ 
fillment over the last dozen years. It is an extraordinary and wonderful book, filled with sophisticated prose enlight¬ 
ened introspection, and blessed by the unique experience of a 
gay man who has always lived life on the edge. In spite of the 
demands of his second book tour, Matousek is energetic and 
enthusiastic as he settles into a chair at the Pan Pacific Hotel 
and is hit with the first question. 


I he idea of complete detachment is sublime but 
unrealistic. I've learned to stop talking in absolutes. 
Like a lot of people who first discover spirituality, I was 
enamored of a consciousness that was not attached. 


Robert Julian: What have you learned about yourself 
since you finished writing this book? 

Mark Matousek: It’s been a huge education. I wanted to 
write this book for many years. It was germinating for a 

-—— - long time, then when it finally came together, it was like 

a dream come true. .I had a publisher who believed in 

me and treated me well. Like anyone who gets what they always wanted, I found there were two sides to it. There 
was a very fine line between wanting the work to be bought and read and wanting to be a star.

T here were certainly a lot of 
long faces at Monday night’s 
Oscar ceremony in LA, per¬ 
haps none longer, though, than 
Lauren Bacall’s after she lost to 
that sweet Juliette Binoche. You 
couldn’t help but notice the glar¬ 
ing disparity between the pre- and 
post-loss Lauren. Never has a 
smiling, confident, aristocratic 
“gr£at lady” of the silver screen 
been so easily and savagely re¬ 
duced to an icy gaze and a tight- 
lipped smirk, the countenance of 
a diva scorned. When the camera 
intermittently panned to Loser 
Bacall after her crushing defeat, 
capturing her sullen gaze for evil 
posterity, we were convinced that 
either a gaggle of very vicious 
queens was having a great time 
running the show or that, per¬ 
haps, this Moment With Lauren 
had been engineered from above 
as a particularly mean-spirited act 
of Hollywood revenge. 

The latter notion is not so far¬ 
fetched. Readers may remember a 
certain Vanity Fair article a couple 
years ago penned by Examiner 
film critic Barbara Shulgasser 
that suggested Bacall was not an 
easy person to work with on the 
set of Ready to Wear, whose 
screenplay Shulgasser penned. 
This wouldn’t be the first time the 
actress was rumored to be diffi¬ 
cult. Stories abound about her 
bitchiness, about how she’s 
been a back-stabbing grudge- 
holder since the 1940s. 
Though Bacall has outlived 
a lot of people in 
Hollywood, it’s quite 
possible there are a 
few old geezers still 
lurking around the 
Academy (most of 
the voting mem¬ 
bers are retired ac¬ 
tors) who’ve not 
forgotten some 
slight from the past, and perhaps 
Monday’s debacle was their way 
of having a little fun.

whose pseudonym is not unlike 
the name of a famous screech¬ 
ing rock star is rumored to have 
been so excited about being nom¬ 
inated for a Cable Car Award that 
she stuffed the ballot box with 
votes for herself? Well, it is only a 
rumor, it’s true, but someone 
bearing an uncanny resemblance 
to this purple paragraphist was 
seen leaving the B.A.R.’s front of¬ 
fice last week loaded down with 
copies of the issue bearing the of¬ 
ficial CCA ballot.

Wonder if it had any effect on the 
outcome? 

Maybe there was a lot of bal¬ 
lot-box stuffing going on behind 
the scenes at this year’s Cable Car 
Awards? Something has to explain 
how certain folks walked away 
with prizes at last Saturday’s stu¬ 
pendously boring, tacky, and 
completely inaudible awards cere¬ 
mony at the Gift Center. Our 
grousing about the Cable Car 
Awards is nothing new. We’ve 
trashed this annual clique fest be¬ 
fore, only never has this brainless 
charade seemed more ripe for an 
upbraiding than now. Really, who 
thinks up those nebulous cate¬ 
gories like Man and Woman of 
the Year? Furthermore, what are 
we to make of those absurdly gen¬ 
eralized writing awards? Isn’t 
there a difference between a the¬ 
atre critic and an art critic, a book 
critic and a music critic? And isn’t 
it strange that while this event has 
categories singling out excellence 
in journalism and criticism, there 
are no awards for design and pho¬ 
tography? Does the look of a 


newspaper will itself into exis¬ 
tence? 

Dreckie 0. 

We’re quite sure that if pseu¬ 
do-intellectual Wayne Koesten- 
baum, master of the queer ghet¬ 
to wheeze, were living in 
San Francisco, his lit¬ 
erary efforts would 
no doubt earn plenty 
of plaudits from the 
cliche-mongering 
Cable Car people. So¬ 
porific tomes like The 
Queens Throat push 
all the right buttons, 
don’t ya know. But 
apparently Mr. K’s 
dog-and-pony 
show is beginning to 
show signs of premature aging. 
The SF Chronicle’s music critic, 
Joshua Kosman, traveled to 
Houston’s Grand Opera last week 
to hear Jackie O, Michael 
Dougherty’s two-act “snoozer” 
set to a libretto by Mr. Koesten- 
baum. “The only good news from 
the premiere is that the budding 
genre of bio-opera is going to 
have to improve from here on 
out,” Kosman wrote, adding that

Take off the blinders 

We enjoy Mr. Kosman’s re¬ 
views. He always speaks his mind 
and, more importantly, he knows 
how to tart up his prose with 
glamorous words like rodomon¬ 
tade. But what are we to make of 


the SF Chronicle’s art critic Ken¬ 
neth Baker? That review he 
penned last week of Nan 
Goldin’s photos at Fraenkel 
Gallery certainly wasn’t very char¬ 
itable. “Nan Goldin’s pictures 
make us glad that photographs 
are still and silent,” Baker droned. 
“If Goldin’s subjects — herself in¬ 
cluded — could talk, the self-re¬ 
garding account they would give 
would put us to sleep.” Oh, really? 

We shouldn’t be too surprised 
by this glib pan. Baker is a cerebral 
type. He writes about movements 
and schools, categories and ab¬ 
stractions, but never about peo¬ 
ple, about the mysteries of per¬ 
sona, which is Goldin’s artistic 
turf. Baker’s comments reveal his 
fundamental misapprehension of 
the photographer’s work, for, con¬ 
trary to his take on the show, these 
photographs do speak, and not 
about “preening, druggie friends,” 
as he put it, but about how beau¬ 
ty and glamour can emerge from 
unlikely sources, in this case an 
aging hippie, a precocious teenag¬ 
er, a burned-out drug addict, a 
laughing hag.

Death and 
transfiguration 

Carl Dreyer's 'Ordet' at SF Cinematheque

|pi ilm has always been consid- 

r ered something of a mon¬ 
grel art form, inherently 
populist and therefore of dubious 
aesthetic value. One effect of this 
bum rap has been a severe lack of 
standards in ranking films and 
filmmakers. After the brief A-list 
of Welles, Renoir, Eisenstein, and 
a few others, the waters become 
murky — so much so that essen¬ 
tially minor-league talents like 
Steven Spielberg and George 
Lucas are spoken of with the kind 
of awe that other arts reserve for 
their grand masters. Literateurs 
know junk when they see it — 
who would put Anne Rice in the 
same league as James Joyce? No 
music lover would claim Yanni or 
John Tesh is another Stravinsky. 
Fans of the visual arts don’t argue 
about whether Jeff Koons occu¬ 
pies the same cultural space as Pi¬ 
casso. Only in film is it axiomatic 
that commercial success equals 
artistic value — a fact brought 
home every year by the Academy 
Awards. 

One grand master who’s be¬ 
come a casualty of this confusion 
is Carl Dreyer, the Danish cineaste 
best known for his ground-break¬ 
ing silent film The Passion of Joan 
of Arc. Dreyer made only a hand¬ 
ful of films in his 45-year career, 
and only four acknowledged 
sound films: Vampyr, Day of 
Wrath, Ordet (The Word), and 
Gertrud. These were independent 



films, shot mostly with actors un¬ 
known outside Denmark, dis¬ 
missed as perverse and uncom¬ 
mercial and thus poorly distrib¬ 
uted outside Europe. Dreyer’s 
slow, deliberate, gorgeously lit sto¬ 
ries about vampires, witch trials, 
resurrection, faith, and infidelity 
were mostly rejected as old-fash¬ 
ioned even when they debuted. 
But more than any director, Drey¬ 
er is sui generis, and his films now 
appear among the most daring in 
cinema. 

Dreyer’s own history made his 
status as an outsider inevitable. 
He was born in 1889, the illegiti¬ 
mate son of a housekeeper who 
died during a desperate self-in- 


young male protege falls in love 
with a woman. 

In 1927 Dreyer directed the first 
of his acknowledged masterpieces, 
the mesmerizing The Passion of 
Joan of Arc. The film, a commercial 
failure, was considered seminal in 
its unsparing use of extreme close- 
ups, and it also established Drey¬ 
er’s reputation as a tyrant on the 
set, as he drove his star, Falconetti, 
into mental collapse in his at¬ 
tempts to get the intensely emo¬ 
tional effects he wanted. 

Vampyr (1932) showed anoth¬ 
er kind of dreamscape of which 
Dreyer was capable — this time 
the result, in part, of letting the 
sun shine on the camera lens dur-

duced abortion. Dreyer was raised 
in a succession of foster homes 
until he was adopted by a poor 
family. He recalled his early life as 
one of material and emotional de¬ 
privation. His friend Ebbe Neer- 
gaard has been quoted in World 
Film Directors as saying the boy’s 
adopted family “never ceased to 
let him feel that he ought to be 
grateful for the food he was given, 
and that he really had no claim to 
anything, considering that his 
mother had managed to escape 
paying for him by departing this 
world.” Emotional alienation and 
especially the plight of a woman 
oppressed by social norms would 
form the basis of much of his later 
work. 

In 1908, at age 17, he began 
writing theatre reviews and even¬ 
tually film reviews, covering Den¬ 
mark’s then-burgeoning film in¬ 
dustry. This led to his first screen¬ 
writing credit in 1912, and seven 
years later to his first film, The 
President. After a series of histori¬ 
cal melodramas a la Griffith 
(Leaves from Satan’s Book ) and 
pastorales (The Parsons Widow), 
Dreyer made Mikael (1924) for 
UFA in Berlin. This is an early gay 
triangle drama about an eminent 
painter who loses his inspiration 
and eventually his life when his 


ing shooting. This gave the film an 
ethereal, otherworldly quality that 
drew critical praise and, again, 
commercial indifference. Dreyer’s 
reputation for being argumenta¬ 
tive and uncompromising contin¬ 
ued to grow, and he was unable to 
secure funding for any projects 
for another ten years. 

In 1942 he shot a brief educa¬ 
tional film about unwed mothers, 
a subject that recalls his own ori¬ 
gins. Chastened after his long hia¬ 
tus, he delivered the film on time 
and within budget, and was re¬ 
warded with enough money to 
shoot Day of Wrath in 1943. The 
story is about a 17th-century 
witch hunt in which a parson’s 
wife, Anne (Lisbeth Movin), tries 
to save an old woman from being 
burned at the stake only to end up 
being denounced herself. Critics 
at the time read the film as an 
anti-Nazi allegory, but modern 
viewers will see more timeless ef¬ 
fects in Dreyer’s Rembrandt-like 
lighting, his fluid camera move¬ 
ment, and above all, in the sexu¬ 
ally supercharged performance of 
Lisbeth Movin, whose sensuality 
is equated with satanic power by 
the narrow minds around her.

'Stirred Not Shaken': 

Refusal on show is aesthetic espionage

M artinis, high-speed chas¬ 
es, and supermodels with 
little acting talent and 
less clothing are nowhere to be 
found at Refusalon, but like the 
classic James Bond flicks that 
have inspired the gallery’s new 
group exhibition Stirred Not 
Shaken, there are snazzy gadgets, 
suspenseful plot twists, cheeky 
innuendo, and a few secret-agent 
thrills. Wreaking linguistic havoc 
on 007’s trademark aperitif, 
Stirred Not Shaken is a surprising 
Molotov cocktail of a show, 
mixed with equal measures of 
humor and horror, and topped 
with a tangy postmodern olive. 
Intelligently curated with a flair 
for the subversive by Permi K. 
Gill, the exhibition features re¬ 
cent work by 22 California artists 
whose disparate materials and 
concerns are deftly manipulated 
in acts of aesthetic espionage. 
And because things are not al¬ 
ways what they may at first seem, 
the exhibition establishes an un¬ 
settling attraction/repulsion di¬ 
chotomy that keeps viewers on 
the lookout for Dr. No. 

There’s a whole lot of stuff in 
Stirred Not Shaken, yet curator 
Gill has grouped together mixed- 
media pieces to stress thematic 
and stylistic links. Many works 
address physical entrapment. 
Near the entrance, Martha Schlitt 
has constructed a brick wall 
painted the same white color as 
the gallery walls; it is both a con¬ 
tinuation and an interruption of 
the space, and the occasional 
gaps between bricks offer dim yet 
tantalizing views of an alcove to 
which we are barred entry. Of 
course, we want what we cannot 
have, a truism also visualized by 
Ben Dean’s Collection, the en¬ 
closed contents of which remain 
a frustrating mystery in rows of 
bolted-shut wooden boxes. 

The collaborative duo Cas¬ 
taneda/Reiman entrap their own 
materials in the totemic balanc¬ 
ing-act tower of Dogs Included, 
and in Cup and Saucer and 
Teapot Schlitt has imprisoned 
pleasantly curved emblems of 
civilized domesticity within 
blocky, unusable molds. Gay 
Outlaw’s Chalk Cone is similarly 
maligned; having been robbed of 
its functional purpose, it now 


masquerades as an object d’art. 
The deadliest form of entrap¬ 
ment beckons from Paul Gasper’s 
sinister Raid 1, which presents 
instructions and tools for exter¬ 
minating household intruders 
(rodents and insects, mind you). 
Bright poison pellets in Plexiglas 
cases lure with the promise of de¬ 
light and reward, and like a 
booby trap in a Bond caper, they 
snare the curious who are done 
in by their own insatiable ap¬ 
petites. 

Poison might seep in also 
through Neil Grimmer’s Post In¬ 
dustrial Therapeutics, an installa¬ 
tion of elaborately hooked-up 
face masks purporting to flood 
our senses and calm our spirits 
with sweet-smelling aromathera¬ 
py. Maybe it’s just my aversion to 
New Age practices, but to me 
Grimmer’s inhalers look more 
threatening than comforting, like 
crazed Dennis Hopper’s poppers 
source in Blue Velvet. Lynchian 
overtones are also evident in 
Mari Andrew’s Arbor Real, an 
oddly pretty display of magnolia 
leaves painted royal blue; in Car¬ 
oline Clerc’s Nipples, a fungus¬ 
like spread of 700 latex and sili¬ 


con glands; and in Robert Ort- 
bal’s surreal Lifesavers, all-seeing 
eyes made with candy, pins, and 
false lashes. 

Other works that explore the 
meaning of body accouterments 
are more troubling. While Clerc’s 
wall of fake nipples mocks our 
cultural obsession with breasts, 
her Gossip's Bridle pieces critique 
cruel punishments routinely ad¬ 
ministered to women in the 16th 
through 18th centuries. The bri¬ 
dles — metal head cages with a 
plate or spike inserted in the 
mouth to pin down the tongue 
— were forced onto women ac¬ 
cused of improper speech or sex¬ 
ual impropriety. Suspended from 
the ceiling and adorned with 
chains, Clerc’s reconstructions of 
these hideous silencers now re¬ 
semble wild-side fetish gear. 
Residue of contemporary body 
treatment is displayed opposite 
these bridles in Megan Wilson’s 
repellent Face-off, in which hun¬ 
dreds of used facial masks (pre¬ 
sumably the artist’s) labeled with 
consecutive days of the week at¬ 
test to diligent cleansing.

Hi-fi outer space 
musical rocks 

After the triumphs of The Ce¬ 
real Killers and The Possession of 
Mrs. Jones, D’Arcy Drollinger’s 
Brite Sleep Trilogy of original rock 
musicals comes to a close with the 
sparkling new Suburbia 3000, now 
playing at the SOMAR Theatre. 
Renaissance man Drollinger not 
only wrote the show’s music and 
lyrics, he also stars as Superman, 
the messiah of the planet Subur¬ 
bia. The convoluted plot is far too 
entangled to detail here, but suf¬ 
fice it to say that with Rhoda Mor- 
genstern, Lucille Ball, Elvis, Helen 
Roper, Gladys Kravitz, Jamie 
Somers, Betty Rubble, Charlie 
Brown, and Dorothy Gale on 
hand, there’s enough pop-culture 
on this stage to fill a dozen camp- 
cum-rock musicals. 

Drollinger’s pounding score of¬ 
fers excellent ensemble numbers 
(“God,” “ Personality,” “ Faith”) and 
some juicy power ballads (“A 
Chance of Loving You”), but 
there’s nothing here that matches 
the inane brilliance of “Spiritual In 
My Butt” from last year’s Mrs. 
Jones. What this production boasts 
is improved production values — 
especially wonderful are the cos¬ 
tumes by Kathleen Crowley — 
and superb musical direction by 
Richard “Scrumbly” Kold- 
ewyn, executed by a deft six-man 
band. Director Charles Herman- 
Wurmfeld keeps the insanity 
rolling, though things bog down 
in the troublesome second act 
when planet Suburbia goes com¬ 
pletely haywire. 

The cast is admirably commit¬ 
ted to Drollinger’s TV-saturated 
interplanetary sturm und drang. 
Especially good are sweet-voiced 
Christina Keyes as Dorothy and 
the intrepid Laura LeBleu as 
Commander Lucy. For tickets and 
information, call 995-4667. 

From the naked to

The New Conservatory The¬ 
atre is taking a break from its ten¬ 
dency toward queer theatre’s 
more sordid reaches to present 
Steven Dietz’s Lonely Planet, 
one of the most original and en¬ 
chanting AIDS dramas to emerge 
during the plague years.

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Oedipal trek 

'Emmeline': musical dud tells a great story

T 


he press release accompany¬ 
ing the video of Emmeline, 
an opera by Tobias Picker 
that PBS will air next week on 
Great Performances, calls the work 
“important and sensational.” 

The truth is that Picker’s score 
is no more musically sensational 
or important than most other re¬ 
cent American operas. ( Emmeline 
was filmed last summer at its 
world premiere in Santa Fe.).I just 
listened to a fine new recording of 
Douglas Moore’s The Ballad of 
Baby Doe (Newport Classics), and 
I kept thinking, as I did during the 
Picker opera, that literary respect 
is musically deadly. Fidelity to the 
text, usually a lengthy, talky, un- 
poetic text, doesn’t allow the com¬ 
poser to free himself from the 
numbing task of setting one note 
to one syllable at a constantly jog¬ 
ging tempo. 

Occasionally a voice will break 
loose into an attractive melisma, 
but never long enough or force¬ 
fully enough to make the sung 
words seem more significant than 
if they’d been spoken. It isn’t the 
oft-lamented “lack of melody” 
that damns these earthbound op¬ 
eratic ventures, but the lack of 
rhythmic variety. The first act of 
Emmeline, even in its “passionate” 
love music, is gray and undistin¬ 
guished. The second act is better 
only because of its juicy subject 
matter. 

As a musical experience, Pick¬ 
er’s opera makes Cats sound like 
Mozart. But as a dramatic experi¬ 
ence, Emmeline is thrilling. If 
they’d left out the music, this pre- 
Civil War story might have made 
a fascinating film, which is what 
its author, Judith Rossner, had 
originally intended. (The libretto 
is by J.D. McClatchy.) 

Emmeline Mosher was appar¬ 
ently a real person, a 13-year-old 
New England girl sent to work in 
a textile mill by her impoverished 
family. The opera opens with one 
of Emmeline’s many siblings 
being buried. We are sure this is 
not the first. Nor is it surprising 
when the handsome, older mill 
owner seduces the now 14-year- 
old Emmeline and then abandons 
her, pregnant. 

Her religious aunt intervenes,

giving the child away. Emmeline 
goes home in disgrace and years 
later meets and marries a hand¬ 
some young man who turns out 
to be, well, I’m not going to give 
away the story, but the creators of 
the opera tell us upfront that this 
is “the story of Oedipus told from 
Jacosta’s point of view.” Their lit¬ 
erary pretensions match the com¬ 
poser’s musical ones. 

Still, Francesca Zambello’s 
stark, cinematic production aims 
right at the gut, and succeeds 
mainly on the strength of all- 
American opera singers, many 
from the San Francisco Opera’s 
training program. Patricia 
Racette, who has sung Mimi, 
Margherita, and Antonia recently 
for SFO, manages to look both 14 
and 35 in the title role. Her Em¬ 
meline is ecstatic at the idea of sex 
with the mill owner and of true 
love with her young man. Racette 
is tragic and devastated and mad 
as a hatter at the end, singing all 
that ungrateful music with beau¬ 


tiful tone and elegant diction. 

Victor Ledbetter is the slick 
mill owner whose soothing bari¬ 
tone could seduce a far stronger 
character than the tender, 
lovelorn Emmeline. Kevin Langan 
is infuriatingly realistic as the 
heroine’s irresponsible father; you 
want to scream at him to zip up 
his fly and take a cold shower. 

Anne-Maxie Owens, a robust 
mezzo, makes the born-again 
aunt as sympathetic as possible, 
but I didn’t care for Curt Peter¬ 
son’s young lover. He’s a blond 
twinkie whom some will think 
cute, but he tries too hard to be 
butch. George Manahan con¬ 
ducts. I didn’t care for this opera’s 
inoffensive music, but I was rivet¬ 
ed by its Gothic tale of incest and 
emotional poverty. V

of perspective and equilibrium — 
something that keeps you from 
identifying completely with what 
you’re doing. Desire itself will 
burn you up.

I knew that I was ambi¬ 
tious as a writer, wanting to do 
good stuff. But when you’re out 
there in the world, you find your¬ 
self getting very competitive, and 
sometimes very insecure. I wasn’t 
expecting it. It threw me for a 
while. 

What I'm hearing is that you had 


trouble finding the balance be¬ 
tween attachment and detachment 

Exactly. I think the idea of com¬ 
plete detachment is sublime, but 
very unrealistic. Part of what I’ve 
learned since I finished this book 
is to stop talking in absolutes. Like 
a lot of people who first discover 
spirituality, I was very enamored 
of the idea of holiness, the idea of 
liberation and a consciousness 
that was not attached. I sort of 
worshipped people who were on 
this quest for enlightenment. 
Since then I’ve grounded myself. I 
was punishing myself for being 
attached. Why wouldn’t I be at¬ 
tached? It’s my book, and it was 
really hard to write. You’re going 


to have attachment, and when 
someone writes something really 
bitchy about you, it’s going to 
hurt. 

It's obvious the book was hard to 
write. Anytime you reveal as much 
of yourself as you did in this book, 
it's going to be hard. 

It was very hard. Writing about 
yourself can be tough. You have to 
get human and have a sense of 
humor about yourself. 

How do you define God now? 

I think of God as the brain in the 
body. I think of the cosmos as an 
organism. I think to question 
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whether God exists or not is as 
crazy as questioning whether 
there is intelligence in the cosmos. 
Obviously there’s an order and a 
principle here, a driving intelli¬ 
gence. People think of God as su¬ 
pernatural, and metaphysics as 
somehow being divorced from re¬ 
ality. They aren’t. The point is, we 
don’t understand the natural law 
of the universe. Things that exist 
outside of our understanding we 
think of as miraculous. But they 
aren’t. 

You relate in the book that, in re¬ 
gards to your own HIV status, 
someone told you that in your case 
the virus wasn't strong. How did 
you use this information? 

I used it as evidence that I might 
not die of HIV. I was thrilled. 
Here was a very renowned doctor 
telling me that the virus wasn’t 
eating me alive. This was before 
treatments had turned things 


eradicate evil. 

There is a Christian quote about 
the evil of the day ... 

“Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.” I love that passage. 

It implies that if you engage evil, it 
can make things worse. 

Exactly. The trick is to look in¬ 
ward and find the evil in yourself 
— and have a relationship with 
that. Before you try to have a rela¬ 
tionship with the evil in others, 
have a relationship with the evil in 
yourself. I don’t know that you 
can actually be effective unless 
you’ve done the work on yourself. 

For a long time I had so much trou¬ 
ble with ACT UP. 

So did I. 

They were so hostile and destruc-

around. It was really month to 
month. Part of me was preparing 
to get sick, but part of me said we 
didn’t have all the information, 
yet and that HIV might not turn 
out to be as universally fatal as 
people thought. 

Jerry Jampolsky in Marin County 
runs the Center for Attitudinal 
Healing. One of the founding prin¬ 
ciples of the organization is a 
quote from the Bible, "Perfect love 
casteth out all fear." What mean¬ 
ing does this have for you? 

It’s more beautiful than anything 
you can imagine. That kind of 
love is rare, but it’s the kind of 
love you aspire to. I get glimmers 
of it. In those moments, I don’t 
have fear — of anything. It’s rare, 
and it’s what you live for. Practice 
helps me a lot. I sit, I do Yoga, and 
when I practice I can get to that 
place where I feel that love. 

Buddhists say, "That which we re¬ 
sist, persists." Christian philosophy 
says, "Resist not evil." As a com¬ 
munity, have we resisted AIDS too 
much? 

No, I don’t think so. How can you 
not resist something that is caus¬ 
ing so much suffering? The nor¬ 
mal instinct is to resist and to 
fight and to despair. 

But if it's true that "that which we 
resist persists," how does resis¬ 
tance serve us? 

I think it doesn’t serve in the long 
run. You aspire to acceptance and 
surrender, but when injustice ex¬ 
ists in the world, you have to fight 
against it. At the same time, you 
have to acknowledge that it may 
continue. You acknowledge that 
evil is there and do everything you 
can to work for the good. Individ¬ 
ually, we’re not strong enough to 


tive. My feeling was that they 
weren't effective in accomplishing 
something positive and that they 
weren't very kind to themselves. I 
thought they must be paying a 
tremendous personal price in their 
own lives for engaging in this type 
of struggle. 

Some people are only happy when 
they’re fighting. And I think that 
there is a benefit to that as long as 
you realize that you are both the 
enemy and the ally — you’re on 
both sides. It’s weird that people 
are so simplistic about their own 
natures. They actually think they 
are innocent and that they’re 
fighting evil. That’s where right¬ 
eousness and fundamentalism 
come from. 

One of your spiritual guides in 
India told you that the pantheon of 
Hindu gods is interpreted differ¬ 
ently by different people. Sophisti¬ 
cated people see them as 
metaphors while others take them 
literally. 

Right. 

In dealing with religious funda¬ 
mentalism, how do we refrain from 
becoming narrow-minded zealots 
who have only literal interpreta¬ 
tions of religious dogma? 

I think where you draw the line is 
when it impacts on other people. 
Everyone has the right to believe 
in whatever speaks to them per¬ 
sonally. When, as a group, you op¬ 
press other people as a result of 
ideas based upon your interpreta¬ 
tion of the law, or what God is, it’s 
not fine. You can think God is a 
zebra, but if you start beating peo¬ 
ple up who think God is a giraffe, 
then you’re in trouble. There’s 
nothing wrong with fundamen¬ 
talists who mind their own busi¬ 
ness. ▼

O n Valentine’s Day last 
month, Rafael Campo 
brought his compassion, 
poetry, and finely wrought words 
about the healing power of writ¬ 
ing to A Different Light Book¬ 
store, where he read an essay from 
his new book about the death of a 
friend and fellow writer. Campo 
said he chose the material with 
Valentine’s Day in mind because 
“healing is so much about love 
and desire.” Campo read easily, 
with the steady patience of a 
physician and the respect for 
words of a poet, the two selves he 
brings to bear on all his work. 

It wasn’t always so easy for this 
young writer, however. As a gay 
Latino growing up in the pre¬ 
dominantly white world of Upper 
Saddle River, New Jersey, he had 
the usual struggles of coming out 
and claiming his identity, a 
process that was further compli¬ 
cated by his decision in school to 
study medicine and poetry, the 
two seemingly divergent interests 
Campo has elegantly brought to¬ 
gether in his new book, The Poet¬ 
ry of Healing. 

Campo’s book addresses the 
difficulties of integrating one’s 
many identities, and follows his 
journey through the mazes of 
self-denial and self-hatred to the 
clear path of self-awareness. The 
work wends through questions 
about identity, the place of poetry 
in art, and the role of the physi¬ 
cian as healer. The essays are the 
best kind of prose, richly in¬ 
formed by Campo’s training as a 
poet, elegantly detailed and emo¬ 
tionally layered. 

For Campo, 32, poetry has 
been a life preserver, the thing that 
has saved him from being swal¬ 
lowed up into the often dehu¬ 
manizing world of medical train¬ 
ing. It is also the thing that made 
him aware of his gayness. When 
he first began studying poetry as 
an undergraduate at Amherst 
College in the mid-’80s, Campo 
found that being a poet was “not 
only not a profession” but was al¬ 
most always considered “kind of 
sissyish.” 

“Writing poetry,” he told me in 
a recent interview, “was very 
strongly associated with gayness.” 
Somehow, despite the homopho¬ 
bic world of Amherst College, 
Campo met his beloved, Jorge Ar¬ 
royo, and the two are still togeth¬ 
er 13 years later. 

Although energized by the dis¬ 
coveries he was making about

himself as a writer at Amherst, the 
pressure to study medicine 
proved stronger than Campo’s in¬ 
terest in poetry, so the frustrated 
young writer packed off to Har¬ 
vard Medical School. In retro¬ 
spect, Campo now wonders if his 
pursuit of medicine wasn’t moti¬ 
vated by a need to “stamp out his 
tendency for loving both poetry 
and loving men.” 

If his decision to pursue med¬ 
icine was motivated by self-cen¬ 
sorship, it didn’t work, for 
Campo continued to write poet¬ 
ry and love men. Yet in his third 
year as a medical student at Har¬ 
vard, he realized the poetry he 
continued to write had become 
distorted, that it was “all tech¬ 
nique and no heart.” It was an 
awareness that would change his 
life forever. 

It’s very odd for a third-year 
medical student to take a year off 
for anything but scientific re¬ 
search, but Campo isn’t your or¬ 
dinary guy. After many heated 
discussions, he convinced the 
powers-that-be at Harvard to let 
him study poetry at Boston Uni¬ 
versity. There, he was able to work 
with writers like Derek Wolcott 
and Eve Sedgewick, poets who 
were passionate about writing and 
didn’t just consider it a “a little 
game about mastering forms.” 

Studying poetry, however, did¬ 


n’t dampen Campo’s enthusiasm 
for medicine. If anything, when 
the writer returned to Harvard in 
1991, it was with renewed enthu¬ 
siasm for science. It wasn’t long 
after his return to Harvard that he 
made the decision to go into pri¬ 
mary care rather than a field with 
little patient contact. 

One year later, Campo and Ar¬ 
royo moved to San Francisco for 
their dual residencies. They chose 
this city because both wanted to 
be around “a more vibrant gay 
and Latino community.” But their 
adjustment wasn’t always easy, 
Campo said. “We for so long had 
been as a community unto our¬ 
selves, and had enclosed ourselves 
in this cloak of the relationship, 
that at first we felt alienated.” 

In addition, while both men 
had been raised in big, bilingual, 
Latino families, here the Latino 
community was more politically 
empowered. “I wasn’t used to 
thinking of myself as someone 
with any kind of empowerment, 
because back in Boston I was a 
double minority,” Campo said. 
But ultimately, the move “awak¬ 
ened me again to who I was and 
what had drawn me to medicine 
in the first place.” 

Another crisis of identity hit 
once Campo was working with 
people with HIV and AIDS at San 
Francisco General Hospital dur¬ 
ing his four years as a medical res¬ 
ident. “Again, I found myself 
growing distant, especially from 
people with HIV,” he said. Many 
of those he saw dying were like 
him: young, gjay, Latino. “Sudden¬ 
ly, it was too much for me to 
process. I couldn’t look at these 
people anymore as ‘them.’” 

Many of the poems written 
during this period appear in his 
second collection, What the Body 
Told. They are short, densely- 
packed pieces that explode any as¬ 
sumptions of a physician’s objec¬ 
tive scientific eye. Now, when he 
treats his patients or teaches his 
students, he is likely to use poetry 
as much as chemical analysis to 
make his points. “Poems can’t 
cure, but they are an important 
adjunct, equally important with 
other modalities,” he said. 

Now, in a beautiful irony, Har¬ 
vard, the very school where 
Campo struggled so hard to find 
a place for his poetry and his gay 
identity, is his employer. The pres¬ 
tigious school has granted 
Campo’s wish that 30 percent of 
his working time be allotted to his 
literary pursuits. 

Campo is setting a new stan¬ 
dard in the world of medicine,

shorts, Dreyer secured financing 
for what many regard as his 
crowning work, Ordet. Based on a 
play by Lutheran minister (and 
Nazi victim) Kaj Munk, the film is 
a wrenching study of the spiritual 
desolation and intricate emotion¬ 
al relationships in a rural house¬ 
hold. Morten Borgen is the old 
patriarch of a farm run by his two 
sons Michel and Anders. A third 
son, Johannes, has had a mental 
breakdown and believes he is 
Jesus Christ. Michel’s wife, Inger, 
and their two daughters complete 
the household. In a scene remi¬ 
niscent of what happened to 
Dreyer’s own mother, Inger be¬ 
comes desperately ill in child¬ 


birth. The possessed Johannes 
predicts her death, and she dies. 
Prompted by her daughter, Jo¬ 
hannes commands Inger to rise 
from the dead, and she does. 

Dreyer uses light and shadow to 
brilliantly evoke the film’s two 
worlds — the darkness represent¬ 
ed by the Borgen’s lack of faith, Jo¬ 
hannes’ insanity, and Inger’s death; 
and the light represented by Inger’s 
radiance, kindness, and sexuality, 
which transcend death. Her resur¬ 
rection, defying narrative logic, is 
an extraordinary affirmation of 
love over human limitations. In 
one of the great moments in cine¬ 
ma, she rises and hungrily kisses 
her overwhelmed husband as if she 
were famished by death. 

The filmmaker’s career ended 
in 1964 with Gertrud, the story of 
an opera singer who discards a se¬ 


ries of lovers over a period of 
years. Here, Dreyer’s style has been 
pared to its dreamy essence — ex¬ 
traordinarily long takes, a few in¬ 
teriors, a handful of characters. 
Ordet showed the solace of nature 
in its restless surveys of the land¬ 
scape around the Borgen farm; in 
Gertrud , the landscape is a series 
of emotionally charged interiors 
that reflects Gertrud’s rich imagi¬ 
native life, resonating through the 
power of her personality, with lit¬ 
tle regard for the outside world. 
Dreyer died in 1968. ▼

one that demands not only tech¬ 
nical accuracy and knowledge, 
but also compassion and human¬ 
ity. In addition to being a physi¬ 
cian, he is also an educator of fu¬ 
ture physicians, so we can only 
hope his philosophy will reach 
further into the future. In the 
meantime, we have his three cur¬ 
rent books, and, if we are lucky,

ABBAmania

E ven at the height of their 
popularity, ABBA was hard¬ 
ly considered cool, and in 
the years since their breakup in 
1982, the Swedish singing group 
has pretty much been dismissed 
as just more evidence of how 
banal a decade the 70s really was. 
However, buoyed by 70s nostal¬ 
gia and the popularity of movies 
like Muriel's Wedding and Priscil¬ 
la, Queen of the Desert, flicks that 
featured ABBA’s music, the band 
is enjoying something of a come¬ 
back. 

Now, as a fitting climax to AB¬ 
BAmania, comes an entire concert 
of ABBA music arranged and per¬ 
formed by the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus. Wittily titled Ex- 
trABBAganza, the show will fea¬ 
ture full and short versions of 
many of the group’s favorite hits, 
including “Dancing Queen,” 
“Gimme! Gimme!,” “Fernando,” 
and many others. The concert will 
also feature big production num¬ 
bers (choreographed by Arturo 
Fernandez) and the chorus’ small 
ensembles, the Lollipop Guild and 
Nota Bene. 

ABBA’s ride to international 
stardom came after the group 
won the 1974 Eurovision Song 
Contest with their first number 
one hit, “Waterloo.” The quartet 
was formed when Anna-Fria Lyn- 
gstad (Frida) and Agnetha Falt- 
skog, the partners of singers and 
songwriters Benny Anderson and 
Bjorn Ulvaeus, began adding 
background vocals to the men’s 
recordings. The magical har¬ 


monies provided by Frida and Ag- 
netha’s voices gave the group its 
trademark sound, and the rest is 
musical history. 

After releasing seven English 
albums, one Spanish album, and 
three greatest hits packages in less 
than ten years, ABBA ceased 
working together as a group in 
1982, due in part to the failure of 
the couples’ marriages. 

“I can’t imagine a more ap¬ 
propriate group for an ABBA 
tribute than the Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus,” says Stan Hill, artistic direc¬ 
tor of SFGMC. “Not only is 
ABBA a certified gay icon, but we 
— much like the members of 
ABBA — have also had to face the 
struggle to continue making 
music together after various 
members have fallen in love, set¬ 
tled down, broken up and de¬ 
scended into eternal bitterness.” 
Hill adds, “Hearing 200 men 
singing these songs, it’s hard to 
imagine that they weren’t written 
for a men’s chorus.” 

For those who are unable to 
see ExtrABBAganza , don’t fret. 
The Gay Men’s Chorus has plans 
to record a CD based on the con¬ 
cert some time this summer. ▼

Salerno-Sonnenberg works up a sweat

N adja Salerno-Sonnenberg 
would do well to hose 
down her instrument be¬ 
tween movements. During the vi¬ 
olinist’s recital last Sunday at 
Davies Symphony Hall, the musi¬ 
cian routinely stopped to shake 
and swab the sweat off her fre¬ 
quently sizzling instrument, 
which she handles much the 
same way a tennis star would her 
racket or a baseball player her bat. 
Like a host of other extramusical 
gestures that linger in memory 
more vividly than her playing, the 
act was apparently Salerno-Son- 
nenberg’s way of signaling inten¬ 
sity, as in “I’m intense.” It’s hard 
to begrudge her a tactic that 
seemed to work. She had the 
Davies Hall audience on its feet, 
cheering madly — before inter¬ 
mission. By concert’s end there 
was pandemonium. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, it was during the music-mak¬ 
ing portions of the evening that 
things got a trifle thin. Having 
demonstrated right out of the 
gate — with the Allegro Vivace of 
Beethoven’s Sonata No. 2 in A, 
Opus 12, No. 2 — that she could 
play faster than her audience 
could hear, Salerno-Sonnenberg 
never ventured far from a musi¬ 
cal sleight-of-hand thereafter. 
Some tricks turned out to be 
more impressive than others, but 
for this listener none of them jus¬ 
tified the fractured phrases, 
blurred pitches, hobbled 
rhythms, and squally sounds that 
sadly typify much of her playing. 

Only the long-familiar pat¬ 
terns reminded me that her open¬ 
er was that delightful Beethoven 
sonata. It didn’t sound like 
Beethoven, and Salerno-Sonnen- 
berg’s habit of allowing important 
notes to fall out of the musical 
line lent even familiar tunes a dis¬ 
concerting “buy-a-vowel” quality. 
Beethoven is full of “little notes,” 
but many of them were lost in this 
show of sonic fireworks. The 
shrill, grating noise she imparted 
to this classical charmer further 
concealed its identity.

pizzicati, despite a certain physi¬ 
cal wildness in execution. 

Ironically, in the middle of this 
slash-and-burn performance 
came a passage full of uncom¬ 
monly clean and well-tuned dou¬ 
ble-stops, and with them a rich¬ 
ness of musical expression 
unimagined up to that point. The 
realization of the piece’s more 
sensuous aspects was enabled in 
no small way by the resourceful 
and supportive accompanist, 
Sandra Rivers. 

The evening’s most gratifying 
playing came during the Falla, a 
collection of character and local

The rest of Salerno-Sonnen- 
berg’s program was off-the-beat- 
en path repertoire: the violin 
sonatas of Francis Poulenc and 
Richard Strauss, and Manuel de 
Falla’s “Suite populaire espag- 
nole.” But what might have been 
the pleasure of encountering un¬ 
familiar music was compromised 
by the nagging sense that it was 
not being fairly represented. 

Like the Beethoven, the 
Poulenc sonata was marred by 
raw execution. The urbanity of 
this sophisticated piece seemed 
smothered in urban blight. The 
performance confirmed that the 
liabilities that emerged during the 
Beethoven — most notably a 
telling lack of legato resulting 
from a nervous, fluttering bow 
arm — are characteristic of the 
musician’s playing. The Poulenc 
also served notice of another 
oddity of Salerno-Sonnenberg’s 
technique: the inaudibility of her 


color pieces that seemed better- 
suited to the violinist’s fiery tem¬ 
perament. There was something 
approaching genuine artistic 
communion with the tenderness 
of the penultimate number, “As- 
turiano,” in which violinist and 
pianist enjoyed their most pro¬ 
ductive collaboration, playing off 
one another with a gratifying 
spontaneity. 

Like any major Strauss com¬ 
position, the Violin Sonata is, 
whatever else it is, monstrously 
difficult — and proud of it. 
Bravura is an essential part of its 
message. Salerno-Sonnenberg 
tore into the piece with charac¬ 
teristic ferocity, providing some 
of the evening’s most musically 
rewarding results. The work’s so¬ 
phistication and suavity — its Vi¬ 
ennese sauciness — were largely 
glossed over, but the speed and 
spectacle of her playing at last 
found an appropriate vehicle. V

To be fair, Mr. West was not as 
awful as you may have heard. He 
did at least hit the notes, though 
most of us would have preferred 
that he shape them in the process. 
Then again, this is not an easy 
part to sing. The tenor role in Das 
Lied requires not only great vocal 
dexterity but the ability to put 
across a wide range of extrovert¬ 
ed, if not downright vulgar, emo¬ 
tions. Contrasted with Hampson’s 
gorgeous tone, impressive 
physique, and more refined mate¬ 
rial, West was hardly competition. 

Das Lied von der Erde is tradi¬ 
tionally performed by a tenor and 
a mezzo-soprano. There is plenty 
of precedent for Hampson’s cast¬ 
ing, though, and his performance 
was predictably appealing. The 
singer’s quasi-Victorian evening 
attire, complete with velvet-col¬ 
lared tail coat and gold watch fob, 
added to the singer’s star power. 
His voice may not be opera-house 
big, but it is concert-hall perfect, 
and he certainly deserved all the at¬ 
tention he received. 

The evening began with Paula 
Robison giving an impassioned 
performance of Leonard Bern¬ 
stein’s beautiful Halil for flute and 
orchestra. As a curtain-raiser it 
was more than adequate, but in 
light of Thomas Hampson’s tri¬ 
umph and Jon Frederic West’s de¬ 
bacle, it was quickly forgotten. 

Many happy returns 

Last week saw the return of 
former SFS Music Director Her¬ 
bert Blomstedt, who got a warm 
reception from his former col¬ 
leagues and the public. Only the 
harshest critics could find fault 
with Blomstedt. All things consid¬ 
ered, the man’s tenure in San 
Francisco improved the orchestra 
by leaps and bounds. Those who 
poke fun at his seeming conser¬ 
vatism or lack of charisma haven’t 
noticed the keen intelligence and 
subtle wit flashing beneath those 
bushy brows. One thing is certain 
— the musicians here love him, 
and it was apparent throughout 
last week’s concert. 

Mozart’s glorious Serenade 
No. 10 in B-Flat Major for Thir¬ 
teen Instruments, or Gran Partita, 
is not an obvious choice for a big 
evening concert. Though it does 
contain some of Mozart’s best 
melodies, chamber music is dan¬ 
gerous for the masses; if they 
aren’t quickly drawn in they will 
almost certainly fall asleep. Con¬ 
sidering Blomstedt’s almost mag¬ 
ical rapport with his former col¬ 
leagues, however, the choice 
seemed less risky. Blomstedt 
wanted to show off his star play¬ 
ers, and most of the musicians re¬ 
sponded beautifully. When 
William Bennett’s oboe took 
flight with that heavenly solo in 
the Serenade’s adagio (you know, 
the tune that sends the fictional¬ 
ized Salieri out of his mind in 
Amadeus), I simply relaxed and 
settled in for a happy visit with an 
old musical friend. 

The second half of the bill was 
no less satisfying. Josef Haydn’s 
Symphony No. 104, the London, 
was given a big and weighty, clear¬ 
ly articulated performance, one 
that might not have pleased au- 
thenticists, but which certainly 
worked for me. The capacity 
crowd responded with heartfelt 
approval. This week, Blomstedt 
completes his visit here with more 
Mozart — the Piano Concerto No. 
21 with Andreas Haefliger — and 
the Brahms Symphony No. 2. ▼

Das Lied can tell you why. He was 
simply outstanding, so good, in 
fact, that for the first time in mem¬ 
ory, MTT was relegated to accom¬ 
panist status. But MTT is too fine a 
musician and too generous a per¬ 
former not to shine in his own 
right. His admirable control of the 
score almost succeeded in reigning 
in Mr. West’s raw and bombastic 
presentation. 


S ymphony regulars could 
easily call the last few weeks 
at Davies Hall a mix bag, 
but those of us who’ve been im¬ 
pressed with the superior reper¬ 
toire would prefer to call it a 
spring potpourri. 

We must forgive Michael 
Tilson Thomas and the orchestra 
if they were caught a bit offguard 
by tenor Jerry Hadley’s last minute 
decision not to sing opposite 
Thomas Hampson in Mahler’s 
song cycle Das Lied von der Erde. 
Hadley canceled for artistic rea¬ 
sons (read: couldn’t hit the notes), 
which left management running 
around trying to find a suitable re¬ 
placement. Their solution, Jon 
Frederic West, was not ideal. 

Baritone du jour and hunky 
crowd pleaser Thomas Hampson 
probably could have sold out the 
hall on his name alone, and anyone 
who heard these performances of

Long and winding read

A Parisian from Kansas by 
Philippe Tapon; Dutton, $23.95 

T he extraordinary engaging 
story-within-a-story of the 
friendship between a disaf¬ 
fected world-weary AIDS patient 
searching for a book to redeem his 
life, and the sensitive, poetic 
young man who agrees to write it. 
An emotion-packed meditation 
on the limits of compassion and 
the ills of a generation by one of 
today’s most acclaimed young 
writers.” 

Oddly enough, this isn’t a pub¬ 
licity flak’s treatment for Philippe 
Tapon’s first novel, A Parisian from 
Kansas , it’s in the book. Page 218, 
to be exact. The publicity state¬ 
ment itself reads a little different¬ 
ly, though very little. There, Tapon 
is described as “one of the most 
original writers in recent fiction” 
who is telling a “remarkable story- 
within-a-story of the friendship 
between two Americans in Paris. 
Exploring the limits of compas¬ 
sion and the ills of a generation, 
(the novel) describes what hap¬ 
pens when a disaffected, world- 
weary HIV-positive man who be¬ 
lieves his life is worthy of a novel 
meets a sensitive, poetic young 
man who agrees to write it.” 

Well, why not; A Parisian from 
Kansas is that kind of book. It 
rambles through the process of 
writing while weaving a none- 
too-unusual story about an expa¬ 
triate gay man with AIDS, who 
abandons his Midwestern roots to 
pursue life and, ultimately, death 
in the City of Lights. 

Darren, the “world-weary 
HIV-positive man who believes 
his life is worthy of a novel” en¬ 
gages the author, who becomes a 
main character in a collaboration. 
Never mind that the author/char¬ 
acter has never written a novel be¬ 
fore; Darren has never died be¬ 
fore, either. And the author, in a 
daring stroke of creative tech¬ 
nique, consciously decides to take 


the reader inside 
his imagination 
and his process. 

In a conver¬ 
sation with his 
mother, Tapon 
as writer and as 
character ob¬ 
serves: “I’m at 
the point now 
where I have all 
sorts of frag¬ 
ments, com¬ 
pletely disor¬ 
dered. But it’s 
not a novel, 
and it’s start¬ 
ing to worry 
me. I could 
just throw them all together, I 
suppose; it would make for a very 
modern novel.” 

And so he apparently did. 
Right through the editing process, 
finding an agent, even the reviews. 
It’s all there. Tapon seems deter¬ 
mined to have written his future 
as well as his book’s. 

In the midst of all this ram¬ 
bling, of all the fragments sewn 
lightly together, is Darren’s story, 
told from the outside in and from 
the inside out. First, Tapon’s take 
on the Darren he sees and, more 
importantly, imagines; then Dar¬ 
ren’s own wild and desperate ride 
through life and dying unfulfilled. 

Is Tapon the “sensitive young 
man” he describes himself? Hard 
to say. The novel gives more in¬ 
sight to the inner-workings of the 
author’s imagination and process 
than to the man, either as charac¬ 
ter or as author. And, in its desire 
to be the ultimate modern novel, 
the work moves at a heady pace, 
like a drunken taxi driver on the 
Champs filysees on Saturday 
night. 

Pre-release reviews are liken¬ 
ing Tapon to “part Nabokov and 
part John Irving” ( Kirkus Re¬ 
views), hardly surprising since in 
the book Tapon likens himself to 
John Irving. But a wrestling 
hobby and a few outrageous char¬ 
acters do not make it so. And 
Vladimir Nabokov’s ghost is

nowhere to be 
found. 

If Tapon 
needs to be 
compared to 
another suc¬ 
cessful author, 
which is always 
a little danger¬ 
ous in the writ¬ 
ing business, a 
more likely 
match would be 
Tom Robbins. 
Tapon has adopt¬ 
ed that same ir¬ 
reverent, self¬ 


conscious, in- 
your-face, fast- 
paced style, which 
is alternately endearing and irri¬ 
tating. It’s not a style that many 
writers undertake successfully, but 
Tapon has the wit and the talent 
to make it work. 

The book shines when Tapon 
focuses on description. His streets 
of Paris and his sunsets of the 
Kansas farm country, the flighty 
gay men and the elegant fag hags, 
the small bistro and the hospital 
room are pure and true. The dia¬ 
logue, however, falters more than 
occasionally, and the multi-chap¬ 
tered monologue by Darren is 
more ordinary than inspired. 

A Parisian from Kansas is a de¬ 
lightfully witty departure from 
most contemporary AIDS-related 
novels, and an interesting explo¬ 
ration of the life inside the writer’s 
mind. It’s a very good first novel 
with flashes of inspiration held 
together by pure verve and imag¬ 
ination.

O wing to the deadly combi¬ 
nation of being both Virgo 
and Catholic, I taught my¬ 
self to read when I was four years 
old. This feat was not the result of 
any great skill or intelligence on 
my part, but was rather a terrified 
response to my mother’s state¬ 
ment: “Next year when you go to 
school, you’ll read.” This meant, as 
far as I could tell, that not know¬ 
ing how to read when kinder¬ 
garten started meant being in big 
trouble, both with Mom and 
nuns.

Widow’s 

epic

The Grass Widow by Nancy Lit¬ 
tle; Madwoman, $12.95 

ome years ago, after listen¬ 
ing to my mother kvetch 
about the fact that no one 
made good movies anymore, that 
they were all filled with blood and 
naked people (equally horrifying 


to mom), I took her to a revival 
of The Sound of Music. Now, this 
was a full dress presentation, in¬ 
cluding an intermission, which 
occurs, you may recall, just as 
Maria is leaving the Von Trapp 
house to return to the convent. As 
the curtain closed, a small boy in 
the audience cried out, “Oh, 
please don’t let it be over!” Now 
that, gentle readers, is exactly how 
I felt when I got to the end of 
Nanci Little’s extraordinary his¬ 
torical novel, The Grass Widow. 
As I approached the final pages, I 
read more and more slowly in 
order to make it last. 

Aidan Blackstone is a grass 
widow, that is, a woman who is 
both unmarried and pregnant, 
and in 1876, that meant real trou¬ 
ble. The pregnancy was the result 
of a brutal rape, but that doesn’t 
mean that her father doesn’t in¬ 
sist that she marry the rapist. 
When Aidan refuses, her father 
exiles her to the wilds of Kansas 
to live with her distant relations 
until she can have the baby and 
find herself a husband. When 
Aidan arrives, she learns that all 
of her relatives have died in a re¬ 
cent influenza epidemic, all, that 
is, except Jocelyn (Joss), who 
wears men’s clothing and does 
men’s work in an effort to keep 
the family farm. Aidan’s big city 
ways are of little use in Kansas, 
but her willingness to learn 
makes her at least a possible ally. 

Little does a wonderful job cre¬ 
ating a realistic picture of life on 
the Great Plains in the 1870s. Her 
attention to detail is meticulous, 
but the information is provided in 
a readable and entertaining way. 
When Joss and Aidan fall in love, 
the result is touching and credible 
and very sexy, a marvelous com¬ 
bination. I particularly enjoyed 
Little’s creation of secondary 
characters that remain vividly in 
the mind long after I finished the 
novel. The heart of the piece, 
however, is Little’s main charac¬ 
ters, and their discovery of each 
other. This is no pablumesque 
concoction of sweetness and light. 
Joss and Aidan are real women, 
facing the real problems of life in 
the semi-wild West, and their tri¬ 
umphs are a pleasure to read. The 
Grass Widow is a powerful, enter¬ 
taining, educational novel. It re¬ 
minds us that we have always 
been everywhere, and that our 
foremothers’ stories deserve to be 
remembered. ▼

Suzanne Westenhoefer, Nothing In 
My Closet But My Clothes, Uproar 

T he trick to reviewing a 
comic is to reveal enough so 
the reader knows how 
funny the performer is without 
giving away all the best bits. In the 
case of Suzanne Westenhoefer’s 
new CD, Nothing In My Closet But 
My Clothes, the difficulty is 
greater because there are no un¬ 
funny bits in this performance, 
recorded live at the Alladin The¬ 
atre in Portland. 

Famous as an out lesbian, co¬ 
median, Westenhoefer’s comedy is 
more than just gay, although her 
take on lesbian life is an impor¬ 
tant part of her comedic persona. 
“Are there any Amish gay people?” 
the native Pennsylvanian won¬ 
ders. “Imagine this big old Amish 
dyke ... in her bonnet... sneaking 
into barn raisings and begging, 
‘Can I just touch the tools?”’ The 
comic reports that during an in¬ 
terview she was asked why she

stopped doing material around 
sado-masochism. “Did you get 
into trouble with the S/M com¬ 
munity?” the interviewer asked. 
Westenhoefer ponders, then asks, 
“Trouble with the S/M communi¬ 
ty? Now what would that be? Does 
it mean they’d be nice to you, 
maybe give you a big hug?” 


I suspect that the real pleasure 
of Westenhoefer’s comedy is that 
anything is possible, and all those 
possibilities are ripe for her slight¬ 
ly skewed but always recognizable 
observations. Her delight in her 
mother’s acceptance of her lesbian 
daughter is palpable, but that 
doesn’t mean that Westenhoefer 
can’t observe upon her sister’s 
coming out that her mother felt 
“she should get a special jacket 
from P-FLAG, maybe with two 
stars on it.” 

Somebody once said that the 
difference between a comic and a 
comedian is that a comic says 
funny things and a comedian says 
things funny. Suzanne Westen¬ 
hoefer says funny things funny, 
and with a warmth and affection 
that makes her work doubly de¬ 
lightful, and just as funny on the 
second listening as the first. No 
more favorite bits from me, al¬ 
though I will just mention that 
the Martina story alone is worth 
the price of the CD; it’s time for 
you to do yourself a favor and buy 
Nothing In My Closet But My 
Clothes. ▼

every viewer will gravitate to¬ 
wards peculiar favorites. I was 
particularly taken by John 
Muse’s delicate homage to 
Kafka’s parable “The Great Wall 
and the Tower of Babel,” for 
which he has constructed a frag¬ 
ile nest of paper blocks inscribed 
with the tale’s words. I also re¬ 
turned several times to Arnold 
Kemp’s fragmented renderings 
of a lnan banging his head 
against a wall, and to the bloody- 
finger photograph “Pricked,” 
from Chris Komater’s Nocturne 
series. Davina Grunstein’s Some¬ 
where Else cracks the exhibition’s 
secret code wide open. From the 
intimate, voyeuristic perspective 
of a tiny window set into the 
gallery wall, the viewer spies a 
miniature diorama of trees. This 
vista suddenly disappears with 
the flicker of a light bulb, and is 
replaced by a second scene of a 
parlor with floral wallpaper and 
a mirror that reflects your gaze 
straight back at you.

est in her as a partner when he 
finds out that she can’t read. His 
faith in her, and the bet that they 
make with each other around 
their individual difficulties, pro¬ 
vide the plot with its catalyst, but 
the heart of this novel is Lori’s ef¬ 
forts first to hide her illiteracy and 
then to conquer it. 

Bledsoe does a fine job of cre¬ 
ating real characters, and it is par¬ 
ticularly interesting to see how 
various people in Lori’s life react 


to her confession. For the first 
time I understood how someone 
might go through school faking 
out her teachers, then through life 
faking out everybody else, all be¬ 
cause that magic “I can read!” mo¬ 
ment never happened. 

Most impressive is Bledsoe’s 
ability to make her first-person 
narrator credible. We learn that 
Lori can sound smart, and that is 
in fact how she’s managed to con¬ 
ceal her secret. We also see that a 
sense of humor can deflect dis¬ 
covery. Working Parts is a com¬ 
pelling, amusing and touching 
work of fiction. T
